The Bloomfield Library 

by a member of the Bloomfield Library Association 

This Library had its origin even before the town 
took General Bloomfield's name, in 1796. Eight volumes are 
still in existence, which hear within the inscription "Ward- 
serson Library Company, June 5th, 1793"* The distinctness 
of the date looks as if intended to mark the foundation of 
the association . . . From that day to this, the Bloomfield f 
Library has had periods of decided prosperity and influence, \ 
and throughout the periods of its declension, has not lost \ 

It; existence. The historical thread Is unbroken from 1793 \ 

to 1372. 

Whatever collection of books existed in the 'Vardse.c: on 
Library Company, it was sufficient to attract General Bloom- 

his visit In 1797; for on that : rable occ- ion 

his gift of one hundred volumes to be "added to the Bloomfield 
Library" gave it character and dignity. 

Since that time, the Library has had thr-e periods — 
the first period was when the Library was in general use, fror.i 
1797 to about 1840, about which latter tine the Bloomfield 
Lyceum war organized. Durinr a considerable portion of this 
time, the Library had its location at the house o r General John 
Dodd, and during ten years of this time, hev. Amzi Armstrong -- 
once young Mr. Armstrong of the Wardscsson "Franklin School" — 
was the successful principal of the Bloomfield Academy, during 
the palmy days of that theological and academic Institution. 

The second period was from 1840 to 1842 onward during the 
success and decline of the Bloomfield Lyceum. The third period 
begins at the time when the remaining volumes of the Library 
wore transferred by Dr. Joseph A. Davis, one of the leading 
members of the Lyceum, to the present Eucleian Society. During 
this time, a number of volumes have been added to the Library, but 
more attention has been given to the Reading-room department. 
Whoever would like to see seventy of the original one hundred 
volumes rresented by General Bloomfield, may see them on the 
shelves of the read 1ng-room of the Eucleian Society. They bear 
on the* Inride of the cover the Bloomfield coat-of-arms, with a 


most appropriate motto for such an association, "Pro Aris 
et Poois”. For our Altars and Our Fires . . . 

This young society, already attaining the dignity 
of years, is worthy of all nratse. The members have Projected 
various plans for the enlargement of the old Library, none of 
which have born promise of a large success until the present 
plan was developed into The Bloomfield Library Association. 

Of this Association, we propose to give some account at another 
time. 


For old memories, the Bloomfield Library deserves a 
cordial support from all our inhabitants. It would be far 
from right to consider the old Library a mere School-district 
affair. It was much more. It has an ancient and honorable 
name. It has been connected with names and persons honored in 
the history of the town, and has exercised no small influence 
on the thinking of sturdy fathers and sons, through generations. 
By the new charter, one-tenth of the stock subscribed is to be 
expended for books. The Hall, Library-room, reading-room, and 
other apartments of a worthy building, are now under consIderaticr 
of the Board of Directors, and the endeavor of the Association 
should be cordially supported by every citizen, and substant:ally 
approved by every one who can take even one twenty-five dollar 
share of Its stock.

Colored Sunday-School 

The first Colorel Sunday-School in Bloomfield was 
held in 1820 in the kitchen of General John Dodd's house, 
known a.s the Brick House,< now the Bakery. Miss Charlotte Dodd 
was the leading siirit, assisted By Mr. Jothem Jonnson, a young 
man of much promise, but who died at the early age of nineteen. 
The School was held there about two years, and then removed to 
the Academy, under the Superintendence of Philip Hay, Festus 
. ■ Ian ■■ ">■" teachers were the Misses Charlotte, 

Phoebe, and Louisa Dodd 5 Jane, Sarah, and Ann Armstrong} 

Keziah, and Emeline Y/.ird, and Catherine K. Dodd. Of this dumber 
there are still living, Mrs. Phoebe Frame, Mrs. Catherine K. 
Davey, and Miss Keziah Ward. The Dchool was continued about 
five years with much success, numbering at times as high as 
seventy, the scholars coming from Pel lev:l ie, Orange, Cranetown 
and Speartown, even in the coldest weather . . . After this 
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there was no Colored Sunday-School until 106?, when it was 
organized by Rev. Mr. Hyde, beinr discontinued during the 
winter months. Mr. Hyde having joined the Union Army, he 
war, succeeded by Mr. Gould, and he by Mr. Wight. In May, 
Mr. J. A. Davis, Jr., took charge of the School, and 
continued as its superintendent nearly seven years, until 
January last.

Our Park 


One of the most attractive features of our pleasant 

village ... is our Fark . . . Half a century ago or more, 

some of the public-spirited citizens, prominent among whom 
was Mr. Zophar B. Dodd, planted elms in front of the Academy, 

and on the lower end of "The Green". Afterward, at different 

times, the work was continued until the border was filled 
with graceful elms, with here and there a maple. 

Some twenty years ago, the work was finished by 
setting out trees in order through the centre. . . 

In reviewing its history, our attention is called to 
the various names it has,at different times enjoyed. Originilly, 
it was "The Green" ..." 


It next became a "Common" and common it was not only 
to horse and cow for pasture, and boy for play, but for horses 
ar.d wagons when the road alongside was impassable from mud. 
Hogs, too, occasionally rooted it, from the church at one end, 
to the "Liberty Pole" at the TJ I must 

not be passed without notice; it was the last of its name, 
for its successor is a "Flag Staff". In 1852, it being de¬ 
cided that a more imposing support was needed for the Stars 
and Stripes on the Fourth of July, it descended from its proud 
position, traveled down Liberty Street (to which it had given 


1 ts name), and arose again near the canal in somewhat diminished 
proportion. It is, or was, not long since, still standing on 
' ,R property of Mr. J. F. Randolph, a melancholy suggestion of 
what old fogies must expect.. 

And now it has received the name of "1 ark" . . . 

One prominent idea in the minds of the fathers when 
they laid out wide the boundaries of the park, was its use as 
a military common. This is the term of the original deed: "A 
military common, for this purpose and no other" . . . 

Military times were followed by the age of "posts". 

Two purposes were served by these useful articles; tne borders 
were ornamented, and the wagons prevented from cutting up the 
surface. Many can remember the zeal with which our citizens 
carted chestnut logs to Mr. A. N. Baldwin's machine shop, to be 
converted into posts; and the cheerful alacrity with which 
they were set out and painted. Several years were required to 
complete this work; after which the land had rest for a season.

Ferambulations About Bloomfield No.l 

We sallied out for a walk the other afternoon. 
Starting at Ridgewood avenue, we followed our grand new 
boulevard, Bloomfield avenue, yclept "The Turntike", and 
found the residents on that beautiful avenue rretty generally 
adjusting their homes and their r.laces of business to the new 
order of things. The twenty feet increased width of the road 
had of necessity curtailed the yards of some, and, in a fev/ 
instances, intruded upon the front stoops. In some cases the 
Houser, themselves had to retreat several feet. The change of 
grade has left some residences below the level of the avenue, 
but still more, quite too high above it. We heard some fault¬ 
finding with the awards, and intimations that a suit will be 
instituted against the county by a few irreconcilables, tut 
we apprehend they will be none the richer or harrier when the 
verdict shall be announced. All acknowledge the improvement 
a splendid one; and it Is not in the nature o‘ things that 
It should be effected without "treading upon somebody's cor-.s".

. the year IB 75 . 

n'e halted a little at the meadow which has now taken 
the place of what was formerly Watsessing Lake or Pond; the 
disappearance of which was hailed with the liveliest satis¬ 
faction by our entire community. Its present aspect certainly 
changes the scene very preatly for the better; and as far as 
we understand, the views and plans of the Company who have come 
into possession of that valuable property, their improvements, 
who: completed, will leave us no regrets for the metamorphosis, 
and nothing special to desire for the interest and credit of 
B1oomfield. 

A’e passed into the "Old Hoad" at the foot of Adams 
Hill. 7/e want to enter our protest against the continuance of 
this name for that avenue. It would be no difficult matter, we 
should judge, to agree upon a pleasing name, that would be 
agreeable for euphony and significant for its personal or 
historical associations. Why not call it East Avenue? We were 
glad to see that the street has a good continuous sidewalk from 
"The Green" through Franklin street and the "Old Road", to 
Weaver avenue, beyond the hill. 

Mr. Jno. G. Maxfield is just completing a fine house 
for his own residence, and his son Joseph B. Maxfield, another 
quite near for his new home. Farther on, Mr. Jay L. Adams has 
built three fine houses, with modern improvement; and beauti¬ 
fully situated, one or two of which, we understand, are still 
In the market, and would be sold to a party that would become 
a desirable neighbor. This is a good opportunity to get a 
choice home on favorable terms. 

On Weaver avenue, there ar' three new houses, including 
Mr. Weaver's handsome residence. This avenue runs from 
Fre’.

Names of Streets 

In an early number of the Gazette we inquired why 
our streets were not named and urred the importance of its 
being done. Our brief article seems to have attracted little 
attention. 


As we deem it of material consequence we recur to 
it again. Going North from the Morris and Essex ieoot, the 
first crossing is at Washington Avenue, which seems willing 
to assert its name, for we find it conspicuously postea on 
each of the opposite corners. The next crossing transfers us 
to the other side of Bloomfield avenue, toich, however, has no 
name to declare its legltamacy . . . 

Following the main street North, which, by the way, 
is itself wholly destitute of any marks of identification, 
we reach a corner where we look in vain for the name c. the 
transverse street ... We understand it has a good name 
promised, and when the time arrives for it to he chrirtened, 
it is presumed it will be "Liberty” . . . 

The next crossing is at a lane by the Methodist 
Church, form I rip a connection with some other unknown or unnamed 
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street parallel with and west of Broad avenue. This con¬ 
nective street bar no name in appearance or in fact, as far 
ar> we know. 

The same may be ssid of the next parallel street, 
which is a fine avenue and has a creditable sidewalk its 
whole length . . . May we suggest the appropriate name of 
’’Davis" street? On the opposite side of the green we already 
have a "Beach" street . . . But what of the nameless street 
lying midway between Beach and Liberty street? Shall we call 
t "Seymour" street, or "Rundell" street, or "Sheldon" street? 
And the longitudinal street running from Liberty to Beach why 
not call it "Ward” street? 

Cn this "Ward" street, if it be so approved, Mr. 
Baxter has .lust completed a very fine residence for himself, 
and oi our" street, f that be accepted, Ur, Hague has 

also erected a fine house into which he has recently moved. 

The next corner brings us to Belleville avenue, one 
of t: • quiet and pleasant streets in town, handsomely 

built up and improved by numbers of our prominent citizens, 
without a sign to inform the inquisitive stranger of his 
whereabouts. 

The next, which is the first lateral street south 
of the Midland R.R. we were told is called New street, as the 
•at north of that Rail Road Is sometimes called Canal sti et, 
neither of which has any significance . . - 

We next reach Benson avenue, a fine street running 
through to Montclair, and deserving, as do all the others 
indeed to be legitimised by Immediate christening . . .

Respecting the Name of Bloomfield 

The old residents hereabout pretty generally 
understand that the Town was named near the close of the 
last century for, and in honor of, the then Governor of 
the State, GENERAL JGSEPK BLOOMFIELD. 

In the following letter we have a valuable contri¬ 
bution to the history of the town and of the old Fresbyterian 
Church, which still stands at the head of the beautiful park 
in the centre of the village. 

•Ve are indebted to the thoughtfulness and courtesy 
of citizen J.F. RANDOLPH for the opportunity of presenting 
this valuable document to the readers of the SATURDAY GAZETTE, 
and of securing its preservation to latest generations. 

The letter is nearly seventy-seven years old and 
bears some marks of age. The sheet is small both size, 

6 1/2 by 8 inches folded. The ink was evidently of the best 
quality, and the writing is clear and distinct, and as easily 
rc-jd as print. The superscription on the outside of the 
folded letter was GENERAL JOSEPH BLOOMFIELD, Burlington. 

Historical Letter 


Bloomfield, Nov. 7th, 1796 

fir: I take the liberty to write you by Mr. Abraham Ogden, 

who goes to-morrow to Trenton to attend Supreme Court, in¬ 
forming you that the Trustees of the Presbyterian Society in 
this nlace, formerly called ’A'ardcesson, have assumed to them¬ 
selves the name and title of the Trustees of the Presbyterian 
Society of Bloomfield. Your character as a Federalist and 
Republican had some influence with the Society in this deter¬ 
mination. T was Secretary of the meeting when the vote was 
taken -- there were two v<otes for Greenville, two voter for 
Franklin and about thirty for Bloomfield. 

I flatter myself that if you allow yourself to be 
considered nr a candidate at the next election for Representative 
in fongress, your interest wiJl be found much greater in thl3 
quarter than at the former election. 

Not a man who served under you on the late expedition 
I am told, will withold his vote. Besides, it is natural that 
ve should have some partiality for our own name. 
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Bloomfield Is very Pleasantly situated. On the 
hill, which Is nearly in the centre of the Society, the eye 
is agreeably entertained with a prosnect of Meadow, Orchard 
and luxuriant harvest, to the extent of several miles on all 
sides. 


The people have laid the plan for a handsome stone 
Church, which it is expected will be completed in the course 
of two years. 

It is that part of the Township of Newark which 
furnishes what is called the best Newark Cider.

Our Town Industries -- The Feloub^t & Felton Organ Factory 

'.Ye shall, from time to time, as occasion permits, 
J.reak successively of the various manufacturing establishments 
Jr; bloom field. 

Among the Bloomfield industries, nerhaps there is 
norv> more prosperous, or more widely and deservedly known, 
or more pleasantly remembered than the ieloubet Organ Factory. 

Its founder, Mr. Chabrler Peloubet, mo-e than forty 
years ago was a flute maker in New York. For the sake of the 
health of his family, he transferred his home and his ousiness 
to the salubrious climate of Bloomfield. 

lj ore in ]H r J2. he commenced the manufacture of reed 
in-’rument- --producing his first melodeon in September of 
that yea?.' From that time to the present his business has 





moved along steadily, increasing from ye-ir to year, ever 
narked by sagacity as well as Industry, by fidelity as well 
as skill, until it has reached its nresent gigantic propor¬ 
tions, occupying now four large buildings, with various 
accessory structures, employing 150 men, and turning out 75 
reed organs per week, probably the best and most popular and 
acceptable instruments of the kind made in this country, or 
anywhere else. 

Mr. Jarvis Feloubet was admitted into the firm in 
1865 and Mr. J.M. Felton in 1866. 

We cannot resist the inclination to give to our 
readers an inkling of the pleasure and surprise we enjoyed 
in a recent tour of inspection through that immense concern. 

The first building is a two story edifice for the 
sawing and planing of their lumber, making their packing 
boxes, etc. Dimensions, 30x60, with enclosed sheds, one 
166x24, and another 85x22, for the reception and storage of 
lumber. Adjoining this is a fire-proof brick engine and 
boiler house, with a model engine of 35 horsepower, for 
moving the machinery, supplying heat and water power, and 
operating the elevator and the pumps, quietly ar.d efficiently. 
This structure is on the canal, with a frontage of 271 feet, 
the lumber being delivered from the boats directly into the 
buildings. The whole premises form an enclosed quadrangle, 
with a neat, two story, well appointed house on the street 
front for the overseer. 

The other three buildings are on Orange street. 

One is 32xKO feet, and 4 stories high; another, 32x75* also 
4 stories high; and another 37x100, and two stories high. 

In the first of these the lower story is devoted to 
the sawJng room, for preparing the smaller seasoned stuff. 

The kiln for steam drying and seasoning of lumber is a brick 
fire-proof addition of 20x30 feet, and 2 stories high, capable 
of drying 35*000 feet of lumber at one time. And in another 
fire-proof brick addition, is the steam engine of 65 horse 
power, which supplies power and heat for both the factory 
buildings. The second story has several departments; here 
is carried on the trimming of all work, and adapting it for 
the workmen to make up; carving of brackets and other parts, 
for which innumerable cutters of various patterns are required -- 
one machine having over 200 different cutters, adjustable for 
the desired pattern; turning lathes for the ornamental work as 
knobs, stops, Ac., turning out 4,000 of any one pattern per day; 
scroll sawing machines -- some for using gate saws, others for 
spring saws, and others still, for band saws, moving with lightni 
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spof'd in a circle; sand paper wheels for rap/ldly smoothing 
and polishing the surface of all the parts. 

In the third stories of this and the next building 
is the work of making THE CASES. The hundreds of parts are' 
received, from the rooms below and from the store room, all 
ready tor rutting together. One set of hands makes the ends, 
another the fronts and backs, a third the inside work, desks, 
bars, etc., and a fourth sets up the cases. 

Another party makes the bellows, .and still another 
constructs the action, involving in this section of the instru¬ 
ment alone about 1,900 separate pieces. The fourth story is 
used for varnishing, gilding, japanning, &c., those narts of 
the cases to be thus finished. 

Here also is kept a stock of some 200 cases finished, 
and subject to call from the workmen of the "assembling corps", 
in another building, whose business it is to assemble the 
different parts of the instrument together, set them up, and 
thoroughly complete them for delivery to the warerooms. This 
department also includes a dozen or more of skilled mechanics, 
with trained ears and sensitive fingers to test and adjust the 
voice, and give the instrument its first musical test and ad¬ 
just the voice, and give the instrument its first musical 
lesson, for which purpose each has a separate room where he 
can impart to his willing pupil, undisturbed by other sights 
and sounds, the susceptibility for the great and sweet things 
"which are to come". 

On the opposite side of the street stands the third 
building, newly erected. This contains 14 rooms for another 
corps of practical tuners, this suit of offices, the large 
ware and salesroom, and the packing and shipping room. 

The factories and offices are fitted up in modern 
style, with all modern conveniences, in the most complete 
manner. 


Ample provision is made throughout for protection 
against fire, in steam pipes which are so arranged everywhere 
as, at a moment’s notice, to fill any apartment with steam and 
suffocate the aspiring flame. 

The father, Mr, C. Peloubet, now about 67 years old, 
is in vigorous health, .and has the whole under his daily 
surveilance. 

Mr. Jarvis Feloubet, a son of the founder, is the 
administrative heal of the establishment. With an intelligent 
and rhilosophic mind, an inventive genius, a mechanic's skill, 
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a natural and cultured musical taste, he unites a keen 
insight into men and things, and a practical business turn that 
weight to his opinion and efficiency to his orders. 

Ur. Samuel Feloufcet, another son, is general super¬ 
intendent of the factory, and Mr. Joseph Peloubet has the 
purchasing and charge of stock, of which an immense amount is 
worked up in the course of the year. 

Mr. J.M. Pelton is a thorough and cultured scholar 
and writer, a musician, and musical composer. He has charge 
of the New York ware and salesroom, and of the extensive 
correspondence. 

In surveying this whole establishment and contem¬ 
plating the workings, one cannot but be impressed with its 
perfect management. Order and harmony are dominent throughout 
neatness and precision are manifest everywhere. 

Ae suppose there are no establishments of the kind 
that surpasses this in the perfection of it3 instruments, or 
in the rapidity with which they are turned out.

Belleville avenue, when opened through to the 
Montclair line, will intersect Bloomfield avenue at that 
point -- just below Beach's pasteboard mill, and will then 
form a direct line from Montclair to Belleville, on the Passaic 
River, a distance of 1 1/2 to 4 miles. 

As we round the head of the Green, and enter Belleville 
avenue, the fine large brick School House, with the ample play 
grounds on two sides, is ori our right. Between it; and Elm 
street stands the homelike residence of Vim. Cadmus, who is a 
valuable member of the County Hoard of Freeholders. Beyond 
E'j.t street, Mr. Phoebus VI. Lyon and Mr. James M. Barrett have 
th**ir comfortable and happy homes. 

Opposite the Green, and on the corner of Central 
avenue, Mr. K.I.. V?mderwerken' s residence, embowered in tall 
pines, cedars arid other shade trees, presents an inviting 
appearance. This Is one of the oldest houses in town, having 
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tot r. built in l^O*/, or earlier. Next, east, stands that of 
Hon. J. v . ^anxray,- then Yr. Edmund Davey's, then J.W. Snedeker's. 
These four villas have all the attractions of delightful 
.shrubbery, well trimmed lawns, and floral beauties, and within 
by the higher culture of the intellect and the heart, as well 
nr. the superior fascination of feminine grace and loveliness 
and heartfelt social cheer. We do not mean to say that the 
same qualities are not found in some of the houses on the oppo¬ 
site side of the street. 

Farther on, in the Heartt house, Mr. L.E.P. Smith 
resides, and next Mr. Geo. Ealdwin. Crossing the Bridge, we 
pass one of the finest Places in the town of Bloomfield. Mr.

On the top of the hill, and overlooking the town,

This avenue should form a part of a beautiful circle 
for a fine drive and varied scenery.

Eucleian Society 

On December 28th, 1865, twelve young men residing 
in the village of Bloomfield, met to consider the advisability 
of forming an association for mutual improvement in "debating, 
social advancement and general literature". That meeting un¬ 
animously resolved to form such an organization, to be called 
the "Young Men's Literary Union". 

During the first year the membership of the Union 
increased very raridly, until, on January 1st, 1867, it numbered 
forty-five, more than at any time since . . . 

In the early part of 1867 the name of the organization 
was changed from "Young Men’s Literary Union" to "Eucleian 
Society" . . . 


The latest item of special interest in the history 
of the Society is its relation to the movement for furnishing 
the village with a public hall and library. The Reading Room, 
and Library Committee acting under instructions from the Society 
to take the necessary steps to secure the accomplishment of 
these objects, united with a number of citizens Of the town in 
starting the "Bloomfield Library Association", which is now 
fully organized and progressing in work. The Society holds 
stock in this association to the amount of $1,0CC, while its 
members are personally interested to the amount of several 
thousand dollars.

N Y arrived in town this week and was successfully elevated 
and*placed in the belfry of the Old Presbyterian Church at the 
head of the Green, under the direction of Mr. A.T. Morris, -ts 
weight is 4,133 pounds; its diameter 4 feet 11 inches. ls 

therefore the largest and heaviest bell In our town. It made 
its debut on the 27th, calling the people to Thanksgiving 
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service. At the time of writing this note we cannot speak 
of its power and tone, not having heard it. 


It may interest some if we state in this connection, 
that though the Church was organized in 1796, the tower was 
not completed nor the first hell placed in it till 1819. 
Several appropriate inscriptions from the Bible are engraved 
upon the new bell.

The examination is the 
sane as that for the second rrade certificate, with the audition 
of Physiology, Natural Philosophy, English Composition, Algebra, 
the Constitution of the United States, and the School Law of 
New ersey.

The prin¬ 
cipal and broadest street running throurh both towns was known 
as the Turnpike. In Bloomfield the Paterson Turnpike on the 
west of the Common was the next. A few persons called this 
street "Broad street" for what cause no one seemed to know. 

More called it "Main" with a better show of reason. Others 
still called it. "Park street" supposing it had no specific name, 
arid because it ran aiong the Park and in front of the famous 
Park House. He then suggested in the GAZETTE that as it was not 
a turmike, nor the main street, nor th e broad street of Bloom¬ 
field, but runs through the centre of the village and the centre 
of the town, it be known by the name so beautiful when written, 
so euphonious when spoken and so significant when contemplated, 
of CENTRAL AVENUE. No object.!on was made, and it has now for 
two years been thus designated as frequently as by any other name, 
. . . This Is a street of residences, it is a fine avenue, and 
it is central and we rather suspect the people would prefer that 
name to the others which are sometimes given to it . . . 

Bloomfield avenue is the only street in either town 
entitled to the appelation of the bro ad street. 

Central avenue is the handsomest street In the 
town, and, until Ridgewood avenue supplants it, as it surely will 
in a very few years, the lots on Central avenue are more valued 
for residences than any others in the village.

Bloomfield Library Hall - A Bit of History 

Some five or six years ago an effort was made by a 
few persons to secure for the use of our citizens something that 
seemed to be universally needed in Bloomfield — a suitable 
place for lectures or concerts or other gatherings of the people, 
the want of which was a cuase of general complaint. 

It was decided that a forward movement should be com¬ 
menced, and after a while an organization was formed under the 
name of The Bloomfield Library Association, and a charter ob¬ 
tained from the Legislature. Subscriptions to the capital stock 
soon amounted to some $26,000. The board of directors then made 
an advance by purchasing a most eligible lot, corner of Central 
avenue and Liberty street. Nothing else was done of any conse¬ 
quence at that time, and the board seemed to have exhausted Its 
corporate energies. Many of the subscribers began to think that 
the subject had lost its interest and that the enterprise might 
prove a failure. Rea}izing that the controlling board was 
either too tardy or too conservative, at the last annual election 
the subscribers manifested their views by changing the board, not 
wholly, but in part, rand then Passed a resolution directing the 
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-he newly elected board to oroceed without delay to do some 
thins in the way of work and progress. 


The new board on assuming the duties, discovered 
that the ranic and other causes had shrunk the subscriptions 
and that further application to others for assistance would 
hardly be successful until the board displayed signs of greater 
activity than had been shown heretofore. Thus the new board 
was forced to go on with what available subscriptions they found 
on the books relying for further support when needed, upon the 
liberal minded citizens of Bloomfield. An architect, well known 
and a-proved, was engaged, who submitted plans, which, after 
slight modifications, were adopted by the assent of every member 
of the board. Contracts followed and the work in every case was 
given to the lowest competent bidder. The building Is now so 
far completed In a most thorough and substantial manner. 

All this work, chiefly accotrnllshed since June last, 
entitles the new board to some credit, and ! feel it to be the 
duty of our citizens to aid them in every rossible manner. 

Every progressive movement has Its friends, and also its enemies. 
There are those who covertly throw obstacles and discouragements 
in the way; other injure the cause by faint praise. Some don't 
like the plan o* the building; while others dislike the location. 
All this talk is only calculated to create an atmosphere of rre- 
Judlce ar ! Ilstrust to the damage of the undertaking. I earn¬ 
estly hope, for the credit of the town and the success of the 
Hall, that those who have noble aspirations will cor a to the 
front and help the work. Don't let generous lipttlsea be smothered 
and Intended words of encouragement be nipped in the bud, but lot 
us all sat m example j goo ourselves and to our posterity. 

While some persons any think that the board has been going a 
little too fast, others think that there is every incentive*, all 
things considered, for our citizens to show Increased zeal by 
bestowing more old and sympathy In the movement. The sharos nre 
placed at the moderate sum of twenty-five dollars each and made 
payable In ten monthly Instalments thus rlocing a share within 
the means of every person who desires to become a member of the 
association.

And now that the Gazette has become one of the set¬ 
tled institutions of these towns, and in fact of Essex County, 
we feel impelled to vindicate its history from the ill-founded 
aspersions by which an adversary with mal intent has aimed to 
damage its fame and retard its prosperity. We confine our¬ 
selves to a few brief statements of facts which we know, as 
they are of our own personal history. 

In 1872, after a pre-consideration of several months, 
and an occasional conference with different citizens, we decided 
to start, as an experiment, a newspaper in Bloomfield. As it 
could not be expected to pay expenses at first, v/e submitted 
a conditional proposal to certain citizens, that, if a suffi¬ 
cient number would contribute ten dollars each to trie enter¬ 
prise we would engage to publish a paper once a fortnight for 
six months, by which time we hoped the need and benefit of a 
local journal here would be sufficiently manifest to render the 
permanent establishment of it possible. Thought a number who 
subscribed never paid the ten dollars, still something over four 
hundred dollars was realized. This, with the fifty cent sub¬ 
scriptions and the sums derived from the paying advertisements, 
carried our paper through the promised experiment without 
pecuniary loss to us. But it was also without remuneration for 
our services as editor and publishers, we having spent the 
entire income on the paper as we had intended to do from the 
first. 


We make this statement emphatic because insinuations 
have been made that we made money from that experimental issue 
of the Gazette. The cost of getting un the paper at that time 
was considerably greater than it has been since. »Ve published 
from 1,500 to 2,500 copies at each issue, making an average of 
1,750 copies for the whole time, distributing gratuitously 
those which were not raid for- where they would do most good to 
the credit of our town and to the interest of our advertisers.

During the present year, by curtailing our gratuitous 
distribution part of the time, our circulation has averaged 
only about 1,100, frequently being 1,250, and at no time less 
than 1,000 copies. 


Our whole time and our best efforts have been 
devoted with fidelity and impartiality to the true interests 
of Bloomfield and Montclair, which all admit, have been essen¬ 
tially promoted by our honest, independent, untiring labors. 

We shall continue as hitherto, but with the advantage 
of longer experience and greater facilities, to supply to these 
towns the Saturday Gazette filled as we hope with attractive 
locals, and entertaining and instructive general reading and 
valuable discussions.

Interesting Memories 

. . . ev. John Rodgers, D.D. It will be remembered, 
as 1 matter of history, that this distinguished minister was 
the first pastor of the first Presbyterian Church of Now York, 
then in Vail Street, and afterward removed to Fifth Avenue and 
Eleventh Street. Dr. Rodgers was likewise the first Moderator 
of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the U.S. 
in 1789. 

It should also le known to Bloomfielders, as 1 bit of 
interesting history, that this same clergyman, in 1794, preached 
the opening sermon at the first organization of the Presbyterian 
Congregation in Bloomfield, which was at first known as the 
Third Presbyterian Society of Newark. The service was held at 
the Davis Homestead — the old stone house next to Dr. Davis’ 
on Franklin street, now occupied by Miss Henrietta Davis.

Nine years apo four or five young men, residents of 
Bloomfield met on a street corner and deliberated as to the 
advisability of forming an association, with a view to their 
social entertainment, and by mutual agreement, they resolved 
to form an organization, to be called "The Mabel Sociables". 
During the first seven years no effort was made to increase 
the membership, their object being to remain a quiet, select 
party; but in 1873 it was decided to throw open the doors to 
outsiders and the name was changed to the "Mabel Association", 
and from that small nucleus has sprung an union unrivaled for 
strength and congeniality, as is abundantly proved by the im¬ 
posing structure which they on last Monday evening dedicated 
to their profession. We cannot leave the subject without a 
brief description of this beautiful building, which, from base¬ 
ment to tower, is a perfect piece of architecture. In the rear 
basement is a boiler room, and kitchen, complete with all the 
paraphernalia for the satisfactory catering to the inner man, 
a large pantry and a convenient dumb-waiter leading to the next 
floor; while the front room, which is 26 x 22 feet, is furnished 
with two fine billiard tables, of unique design. Passing to the 
floor above, we find the reception room, 20 x 36 , in which, on 
Y/ednesday last, the sociables department of the association gave 
a reception, which will long be remembered by all who were for¬ 
tunate in gaining admittance. On the same floor is a commodious 
cloak receptacle, so Indispensable to all well-ordered buildings. 
Ascending to the next floor over neatly carpeted stairs, we were 
ushered into the parlor, a room 26 x 12, exclusive of bay-window,

Under the ir.scJntinn 
are the words, "We all fade as the leaf*' -- a very appropriate 
warning to us all when the autumnal leaves are falling. 


Conspicuous from its altitude is the beautiful 
monument which denotes the resting place of Wm.

There are many new made mounds here and there, on which 
the flowers placed by loving hands are yet fresh and bright. 

The air of cleanliness about the place shows the scrupulous care 
of the sexton, who has for seventeen years had charre of this 
sacred enclosure.

Money to ray the insurance 
was raised on the snot, and »t was voted to appoint a committee 
to make effort to secure the amount needed to pay the claims. 


That effort was a failure. Still another attempt was 
made about three months after, but with no better success, and 
the directors gave up in despair. 


In the summer following, the building was sold under a 
builder's lien claim, and soon after was sold again for taxes, 
and temporarily passed into possession of the purchasers under 
the tax sale. Subsequently, this party having been paid back 
his purchase money from proceeds of rentals of the hall, he re¬ 
linquished possession to the board. 

Early in 1878 foreclosure proceedings were begun by 
the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Co. 


A circular was therefore prepared and sent to each 
stockholder, calling attention to the fact that their nropert/ 
'#as likely to be taken out of their hands by the foreclosure, 
and inviting them to attend a meeting on April 5, l r 78, to con¬ 
sider what course should be pursued; whether to try to save 
the building for the Association as already existing, to unite 
in forming a new Association, or what should be done. 

The meeting was held, but very few wore present, und 
no plan was adopted. 

The gentlemen who had gone* on the bond individually 
found themselves liable for a probably deficiency, aril were 
compelled to consider how to protect themselves. They therefore

Those who thus became owners would have loon glad to 
be relieved from the necessity, but. they were fast. From that 
time to the present It has teen a load; fr*' juent assessments 
have been made to meet deficiencies, until they foot up over 
$250 paid by each member, besides the 5100 assessment at the 
outset. These gentlemen are now no longer able to carry this 
burden, and new means must now be devised if this Property is 
to be saved for public uses. 


Undoubtedly the building could be made tr pay, with u 
little lighter load of Interest, and some Improvements inside, 
rendering It more attract!vn and available. 

It represents a cash expenditure of $11,366.13 in its 
original cost, besides outlays since; but for want of a little 
•ore interest in it, t building which is now a great public 
convenience, and whose value to our town could be greatly in¬ 
creased, Is in danger of being lost.

The Association does not claim the 
to make improvements, assess moneys nor levy taxes 
of Itself, ‘.'lit it does claim to bring the people together, to 
confer as to the needs of the town, to devise the best means of 
accomplishing the desired results and of unifying the sentiment 
of the people the better to enable the Town Committee to get a 
correct understanding of the needs and wishes of their consti¬ 
tuents. It has found the To?/n Committee always ready to respond 
when they have been satisfied they were carrying out the wishes 
of the people. 


The Association commenced the year with the Park im¬ 
provement in an unfinished condition. Although the land had been 
set apart for park purposes for nearly a century, yet nothing had 
been done toward improving it except the setting out of trees and 
posts, though in some places it was over a foot below the level 
of surrounding grounds. On the organization of the Improvement 
Association the Committee on Public Grounds (of which Rev. H.W. 
Ballantine was appointed chairman) were authorized to have a 
survey made and to prepare a plan and estimates of cost for the 
necessary filling, grading and improving to present to the Town 
Committee. This Mr. Ballantine did without expense to the town 
or Association, although, he secured the opinion of F. Law 01 m stead, 
the celebrated landscape gardner, in the matter. In November, 1882 , 
Mr. Cyrus Pierson and others, in building and improving their 
property, had quantities of surplus dirt to dispose of, and were 
willing to give it for the hauling for the uses of the park. As 
others had expressed a willingness to contribute money and labor, 

Mr. N.H. Dodd, of the same committee, deeming it wise to utilize 
this spirit of benevolence, with the consent of the Town Committee 
commenced the work.

I The Association has also caused a good deal of ‘•round 

to be drained, which, by former carelessness, had been allowed 
to overflow and become more or less awtmpy. On April 6th an 
Invitation was received Trom the East Orange Alter Company to 
visit their pumolng works and to examine as to the quality and 
supply of water. The Invitation was accepted and about twenty 
members of the Executive Committee and citizens visited the 
works, and the visit proved so satisfactory that, a» a revolt 
growing from that visit, the Town Committee were authorized, at 
a public meeting held for that purpose, to sign a contract with 
the company for a supply of water. August lot the contract was 
Signed for the paying of about, five miles of the pipe, with about 
ninety hydrant* On Thanksgiving Day, the laying of *he pipes 
having been completed to the centre, an exhibition trial was 
given by the Company, which was thoroughly successful, there 
being sufficient force to throw a stream of water through an 
Inch nozzle higher than any building In town. 
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Several conferences have been had with citizens of 
East oranre and Newark In relation to the drainage of Sun-Fish 
pond and adjacent grounds, but this very desirable result has 
not yet been accomplished, though the day is not far distant 
when necessity will demand attention to its importance. 

The work accomplished by the Association has seemed 
to act as an incentive to general improvement, and with the 
railroad I or a starting point; we propose to give a resume of it. 
The remodeling of the depot and its covered platform is a very 
great improvement, and with the completion of the double track 
is a consummation long hoped for and one which makes a splendid 
year's work on the part of the railroad company. For this alone 
the company deserve the gratitude of the peoole. 


A few yards from the depot is the "Truck House" where 
Essex Hook and Ladder No. 1, of the Bloomfield Fire Association, 
is housed. This is another of the great improvements of the 
year, and the conception of this Association, and the carrying 
of it to its present success reflects great credit on those 
having the matter In charge. The Truck is of the Holloway 
pattern. It was received on the evening of August 11th, with 
a grand torchlight procession, which v/as joined in by the 
Montclair Hook and Ladder Company, Chief Engineer Benedict of 
Newark, and other visiting firemen. Besides being equipped 
with the usual appurtenances of such a carriage, it carries 
four Holloway fire extinguishers, a Rumsey ship's pump, 200 feet 
of 2-inch hose, and 20 feet of suction hose. The money for this 
enterprise has been entirely raised by subscription, and this 
fact speaks loudly for the liberality of the citizens. A Hose 
Company has also been organized from members of the Fire Asso¬ 
ciation (the Town Committee having formally accepted the Asso¬ 
ciation as the Fire Department of the town), and a two wheeled 
carriage secured for the use until such a one as is needed can 
be purchased for the Company. 


Next, north of the Truck House, Arthur Spragg has 
erected a two-story building for a temperance billiard room. 
Nearly across the street from this, Mr. R.N. Dodd is constructing 
a substantial two-story and basement building for the livery and 
express business.

Cyrus Pierson has completed 
the building now occupied by him as a grocery store, with the 
upper two stories finished off in comfortable suits of rooms 
for families; he has also remodeled and improved the Newton 
Baldwin house. Across the street we find James D. Cooper has 
purchased the shoe store of Horace Dodd, and if there is any¬ 
thing in appearances, is doing a prosperous business. Further 
north on Broad street Geo. Geib has nearly finished a substantial 
brick building for bakery and store on first floor, and apart¬ 
ments above. The Horace Pierson nronerty, the next door above, 
has been purchased by R.W. Gardner, a former resident of Bloom¬ 
field, who has returned to his former love, improved the build¬ 
ing, and is now occupying it. Across the street we notice a 
general improvement of the grounds of the Theological Seminary, 
and internally the Lecture Room has been enlarged and Improved. 

We now reach the lower corner of the Park, and to look over its 
improved surface is a delight to the eye, and find Israel Ward 
has improved his portion of it by curbing the walk in front of 
his property. Would that other property owners around the Park 
would be of the same mind. On State street Mrs. Jacobson has 
nearly ready for occupancy three neat two story cottages, and on 
Park street Richard Handy has purchased the Breuen property and 
become a permanent resident of Bloomfield. 


The churches have added their share to the general 
spirit of improvement, the Methodist Church having just completed 
their beautiful chapel and Sunday-school rooms at the expense of 
about $6,000. In February last, the First Presbyterian Church 
completed their large and commodious Sunday-school rooms at an 
expense of about $11,000, and not satisfied with this have placed 
a new organ In the church at an expense of $4,500, which was in¬ 
augurated with a grand concert on October 1/th. lhe chancel o. 
Christ P.E. Church has been improved by the addition of an eagle 
lecturn and reredos. The lecturn is spoken of as a real work o. 
art. Westminster Presbyterian Church has been additionally im¬ 
proved by several coats of paint and a neat iron fence around 
the church lot. The German Presbyterian Church, ol wileh the 
Rev. Hr. Enslln recently celebrated the fifteenth anniversary of 
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his pastorate, has also received coats of paint and other 
improvements, and the raptlst Church has had erected new sheds 
.or the com.ore o: the horses that serve to brine members of 
the congregation to the services. 


resuming our walk up Broad street, we find that Am. 

Colfax had made improvements in his store. On Canal street, 

J.J. Becker r rro. have commenced the manufacture of paper 
boxes. In the j.orris neighborhood Mr. J.W. Potter has disposed 
of his mill property, to the "Combination Roll and Rubber Works”, 
and they have made large additions to the buildings, and put in 
large quantities of machinery and are proving a valuable ac¬ 
quisition to that part of the town. Mr. Costigan has added a 
story to his house, and otherwise improved it. Joseph Morris h^s 
added a story to his house and enlarged it. Edward W. Baldwin 
is erecting a neat two story residence on Broad street, near Bay 
lane. Henry Lindenmeyer has completed his trout pond, and made 
other improvements, at an expense of about $7,000. Alfred 
Cockefair has made a two-story addition to his residence.

Co.'s 
Cloth factory, where an addition has been made to the weaving 
loft, and a new steam engine added to the machinery of these ex¬ 
tensive mills. Continuing our way down on the west side of the 
canal we find that Dr. Davis has removed the Seymour house from 
opposite Monroe Place to the corner of Spruce and Fremont streets, 
and remodeled it at the expense of about $1,100 for the residence 
of Mr. Hallock. On Franklin street we find Dr. White has erected 
a new barn, and further east on the Davis property Is being 
erected a two-story ana attic dwelling for C.A. Tallmnn, of New 
York, and is to be occupied by him In the spring. Passing down 
Montgomery street Fred Carl has purchased the Stubbert property 
and improved it, and is now occupying it as his residence. 
Williamson avenue has been graded and improved. Returning to 
Franklin street we find on the corner of Newark avenue Will 
Matthews has erected a two-story dwelling. The Fairbanks Homestead 
on the corner of Orange street has been remodeled and improved.

Doddtown's Old Cooper Mine 

How It '//as Worked a Hundred and Sixty-five Years Ago 

The ancient Doddtown copper mine was formerly a 
landmark but almost every trace of its existence has been 
obliterated during the past ten years. From interviews with 
Charles M. Davis, and John Oakes, of Bloomfield, and Josiah 
Dodd, at Dodd town, and with the aid of notes taken from a 
note-book of Calvin "Dod", who was born in 1792 and who en¬ 
tertained a distinct recollection of the mine, the following 
historv has been gathered. The mine was opened at some time 
between 1719 and 1789. A Mr. Gray was the superJntenderit and 
his men were English miners. Tradition has it that fifty men 
were employed for two years in working the mine, /red Lewis 
was sent here from England to make a contract with trie owners 
for working the mine: the agreement was that he v.v to ex¬ 
tract the ere, while the owners were to furnish the timber 
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for the stamping /rill and dam

xt was generally conceded that if money and facil¬ 
ities .or working were at hand, the yield would justify a re¬ 
opening. After the ore was extracted It was taken to the 

mill and crushed, when it was sent to England for 
smelting. From personal investigation Mr. Oakes has found 
indisputable evidence that shafts had been opened over the 
entire range between the Doddtown and the Rloomfiold mine, 
a distance of nearly two miles. 


Attempts to dig wells in this vicinity have been 
fruitless, ^fter descend ; r.g through a bed of sol i J rock for 
some distance, a running current of water is reached. It 
will not rise above the level of Soverel's ice pond. V/hen 
the ”ond is drawn off numerous springs can be seen. A large 
quantity of the water which forms the source of Second River 
is supposed to flow through these drift-ways from the main 
channel. Among other evidences of working was an artificial 
embankment crossing the ravine, near which was lying a large 
Iron crank. In the course of farming these have been entirely 
obliterated. About fifty years ago, while Mr. Dod i *s family 
were assembled at the breakfast table, after a heavy storm, a 
loud noise was heard. Investigation showed that the ground 
had sunk in directly over the mine, covering a space of about. 

Calvin Dodd was at one time one of the nost prominent 
residents of Essex Co. He held the office of Freeholder, and 
was also a member of the Legislature. He war. born in Doddtown, 
and Inherited an enormous tract of land from his father. His 
ardent love for nature and antiquity made him excellent authority 
concerning the olden days, which were in his childhood fresh in 
the ret of the people.

Proposed Improvement to Library Hall 

New York, May 20, 1884 
Messrs. Darwin, Beach and Sherman 

Gents. -- I have examined the Library Hall in Bloom¬ 
field, N.J., and would report as follows. The front wall on 
Liberty st. has been laid up out of plumb, but is secure and 
sound; no fears need be entertained from any danger arising 
from unsafe walls or want of strength in the floor beams, etc., 
but it is imperative that the roof should be at once overhauled. 
The deck has settled about two inches and the wood and iron 
work are going to ruin for want of paint, slates off, etc. 

The materials used in this building are good, but little skill 
has been used in the lay out. 

I would propose lowering the Orchestra Circle and 
Gallery four feet six inches, thereby giving you less stairs 
to climb and making them more in keeping with theatres of 
present date. Also to extend the stage out six feet, take the 
false boxes away and put up four good boxes, take away the fence 
rail cornice and put up a handsome papier-mache one; take five 
inches off the balcony rail, open same with semi-balustrade work, 
take down the cast-iron smoke pipes in false boxes, and the 
present brick chimney in front for heater, and put up larger, 
chimneys for heaters where shown on clans; place a ventilating 
dome in ceiling; raise the deck of roof, giving proper pitch,

The name of the mill 
has by them teen changed to the Essex Paper Company, and with 
some improvements in the machinery, a better class of paper is 
produced. Waste paper is now used for stock, and a good quality 
of printing, news or book paper produced. 7or some time the 
mill has been run upon a large government contract for paper 
for the Congressional Record, furnishing several tons per day 
during the session of Congress. Work has also been done here 
for the Sunday-School Times, and other papers. In the room 
facing Broad street on the west are the large beaters and washers; 
upon the north the revolving boilers for reducing the stock; 
and in the south wing two paper machines for making, drying, and 
cutting the paper, 'the mill has a capacity for from twenty to 
thirty tons of paper per wook, and consumes from fifteen to 
twenty tons of coal under its several boilers per day. About 
fifty hands are employed. 


During the soring extensive improvements have been made 
in the machinery, a nev/ smoke stack erected, and the boilers 
upon the west side reset. Two new boilers will be added at no 
distant day. While not disposed to drive their business to its 
full capacity, the proprietors show enterprise, and will no 
doubt push their opportunity at the first return of business 
prosperity. They have long been engaged in the manufacture of 
paper and have large mills in Philadelphia and elsewhere.

Divide The Township (editorial) 

The desire for local improvements which has sprung 
up in Bloomfield during the past three years has borne much 
fruit and no one will deny the progress which has been made 
or the results which have been accomplished. They are so 
familiar to all and have been so frequently referred to by 
us that there is no occasion for reviewing them now. This 
growth and development has from the nature of the case started 
at the center and teen principally confined to that portion 
of the township which lies nearest the centre. The residents 
of the north end at Brookdale have not been able to share 
these Improvements directly and seem to consider the Indirect 
benefits as more a matter of fancy than of fact. 

Owing to the peculiar condition of the laws regu¬ 
lating these matters, the necessary cost of lighting streets, 
procuring water, repairing roads and sidewalks must be placed 
upon the whole township, and in this way they are taxes for 
benefits which they insist they do not share, .he feeling on 
this subject has of late grown so strong that certain residents 
of Brookdale have begun a suit against the township by which 
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they hope to deprive the Town Committee of the power to 
light any streets in the township with gas, and also of the 
power to maKe any contract with the Water Company for water 
for public purposes. H * 


Now it is plain from this state of facts that 
|Hpp ©ver way tn^s suit may result the interests of these 
two sections of the township are so different that the time 
has come for us to part. 

I If the township wins the suit our Brookdale friends 

will be obliged to submit to taxation for these benfits so 
long as they remain in the township. If the Brookdale people 
win they will compel us to return to the same rural simplicity 
which now delights their soul. Either result will be attended 
with considerable hardship and some ill feeling. 


The true remedy is to create a new township of 
Brookdale which may govern itself according to its own sweet 
will. Of course the difficulty will be to fix the division 
line but we feel confident that such a line, can be arranged 
so that it will be generally satisfactory, and we will discuss 
that question next week.

It would be as unjust to transfer them to Brookdale 
as it would be to insist on holding Brookdale within the 
township after they desired to be set off. 

But there is a line where this community of in¬ 
terest almost disappears, where those north of it properly 
belong to Brookdale just as those south of it properly be¬ 
long to Eloomf ield. This line is one fixed by the township 
committee in 1373 as the northern boundary of the lamp district, 
created at that time. It crosses the township about two hundred 
feet north of Bay Lane and includes the Morris neighborhood as 
it is called. 


Here the thickly settled portion of the township 
ends. Here begins the farms and gardens which stretch along 
until the borders of Passaic County are reached and from there 
onward to Paterson. Gas and v/ater, and paved streets and stone 
sidewalks are not wanted here, nor do the people who occupy 
these farms wish to be taxed to pay for them where they are not 
wanted. It is probably true that a few individuals who live 
south of Bay Lane might prefer to go off with Brookdale, but 
a large majority will unquestionably prefer to link their for¬ 
tunes with Bloomfield. If it was to be expected that the 
portion above Bay Lane would soon increase in population and 
require the same improvements which they now object to, the 
necessity for a division would not be so preat, but the census 
shows, and every one can see, that this is not the case. 

The population of that district has increased but 
little in the last twenty years, and the present tendency there 
is towards larger farms which means smaller population. It 
will be in the Very distant future that they will want gas and 
water and the way to avoid taxation for such luxuries is to 
become a seperate township.

A Dangerous Mantrap 
To The Bloomfield Citizen: 


The care and responsibility which a parent feels 
for the safety of his little ones should induce him to use 
every precaution and to expend, within his means, whatever 
is necessary to provide againt dangers which may place their 

lives in peril. 


Taking it for granted that every parent regards this 
subject as I do, and that all that is necessary is to point 
out the dangers and its preventive, I beg to call attention to 
the hazard attending the exit of the children at our Centre 
school house, in case of fire or panic. 

The main or best stairway in the front of the building 
is not only contracted, but tortuous, and this means of exit 
might be cut off in case of fire. 

The various landings with the accompanying twists in 
the stairway would offer the necessary conditions not only to 
block exit, but to crush the children by the rush of those 

from behind. 


As for the two spiral stairways, everybody knows that 
in case of panic they are veritable death traps; and I am sur¬ 
prised that they ever found a place in our public school building. 


The remedy I propose for this terrible probable danger 
and one which would be comparatively inexpensive, Is to construct 
two external iron stairways on either side of the main cuilding, 
with iron balconies on each of the upper floors ~ have them 
thoroughly fastened and capable of surely sustaining whatever 
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weight they migr.t be called upon to bear: let there be 
ample exit afforded to these balconies from each floor?

Combination Roll and Rubber Company 

Readers of Bloomfield's earlier papers, the 
Gazette and Record will not forget the advertisements of 
the Bloomfield rlouring Mills appearing in them, with the 
allurements held out to purchase Potter's (newspaper torn 
here) 01 buckwheat cakes or slip-go-down easy. These mills 
were then in their heyday of prosperity under the management 
of Mr. J.W. Potter and his son Samuel J. Potter. Grain was 
brought by canal direct to the mill, quantities of feed, 
meal, and other products shipped to the cities by rail or 
delivered to customers in the neighboring towns. Railway 
changes, however, revolutionized this trade. An effort to 
meet competition by the introduction of machinery to make 
New Process Flour proved unprofitable, and in 1881 the works 
were sold to the present company. Immediately the machinery 
was removed, and the erection of a large stone addition begun. 
Heavy machinery was introduced the following Spring by which 
the various processes of washing, rolling, and moulding of 
the rubber are perfected. As many of these methods are secret, 
visitors are not admitted without a special permit from the 
oroprietors. The specialty of the company is the manufacture 
of rubber-rolls for wringers. 

Among the early difficulties experienced in this 
manufacture was the firm attachment of the rubber to the iron 
axle. These difficulties v/ere finally overcome by this com¬ 
pany, and for a time the making of rolls was extremely profit¬ 
able. Competition, however, soon reduced the rrices so much 
as to severly depress the trade. The former works of this 
company were at Bloomingdale, where an extensive manufacture 
was carried on upon leased property. The present works are 
owned by the company, and the fine waterpower at the head of 
the inclined plane in the Morris Neighborhood is ample for 
the work done. Steam is however employed in heating the 
rubber during the process of manufacturing. The capacity of 
the works is about 1,500 rolls per day. At present, however, 
only about 300 rolls per day are made, and 25 hands are em¬ 
ployed. 


Various other rubber articles are made, together 
with the axles for the rolls, and the boxes in which they are 
packed. Mr. John Greacen, Jr., the Superintendent, occupies 
the former residence of Mr. J.W. Potter. r.is sons, Stanley 
and Edward, occupying prominent positions in the company, Iook 
after its business interests in New York.

JAMES H. RUNDELL 

To the list of Bloomfield's departed citizens, which 
has been increasing so rapidly of late, is now added the name 
of James H. Rundell, a notice of whose death was published in 

our last issue. 

Though not a native of Bloomfield, all his business 
interests were identified with the place. Here he first es¬ 
tablished himself in his profession, and when he withdrew from 
its practice he here spent the rest of his days in quiet re¬ 
tirement . 


Mr. Rundell was born in Stillwater, N.Y., on th 29th 
day of March, 1314, being at the time of his death 72 years and 
2 months old. Ke graduated from Union College at Schenectady 
in 1842 in the same class with William A. Righter of Newark. 

He came to Bloomfield as assistant to Rev. David A. 
Frame who at that time was Principal of the Academy at the foot 
of the Green. He was probably introduced by Rev. Ebenezer 
Seymour, pastor of the Presbyterian Church and whose native 
place was the same as Mr. Rundell's. The next year Mr. rrame 


removed to Montclair (then West Bloomfield) and onened a 
boarding school in "Ashland Hall". Mr. Rundell succeeded 
him in the Academy, becoming its Principal iointlv with Mr 
Warren Holt of Ht Prospect, (West Bloomfield) and after that 
sole principal and proprietor. 


.. . Academy, after having changed owners many times, 

was then held *-y Ira Doco, oaleb D. Baldwin, Dury Bromley, and 
Israel crane. ...r. Rundell purchased the property which he held 
until 1^72, when he sold it to the German Theological School 
of Newark, having given up teaching, however, in 1366. . . .

Fourth of July in the Morris Neighborhood Thirty Years Ago. 

To the Citizen: 

The recent social gathering of about twenty Bloom¬ 
field families in the grove above Morris Place for an out-door 
celebration of our National Holiday will no doubt be "written up" 
for your columns, but I nevertheless offer some reminiscences 
brought to mind by the event. It was a revival of an old custom 
that we hope will now be kept from year to year. 
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. correct, the last Fourth of July picnic of 

the Morris family too.< place a year or two preceding the Civil 
V.’ar, and upon the same spot where so many enjoyed themselves 
last ^onday. The grounds have changed but little except that 
th# surroundings are ffiuch improved. The patriotic addresses 
were won, to be made from the midst of the same bunch or 
Buttonwood trees, where the "pulpit" was built in, and so called 
by the boys of tha^ day. There is now a large house upon the 
southerly slope of Buttonwood Knoll, at the base of which, in a 
little oak grove, the table of last Monday was erected and loaded 
with good things, and where over two hundred people sat down to 
dinner. Thirty years ago the ground here was mostly a marsh 
with tangled underwood, and the road leading to the Knoll rather 
a poor one. In recent years, by the efforts of the late Albert 
Morris, the ground was drained and cleared of underbrush. The 
house now occupied by Mr. Bowron, was formerly the country house 
of Mr. Henry Lindenmeyr, and it was moved from the hillside on 
the West, across the road to Buttonwood Knoll by Mr. Morris. 

This was done about ten years ago, when Mr. Lindenmeyr erected 
the new house that stands upon his beautiful grounds, overlooking 
what I now should call Broad Street. This is due, since our 
Town Fathers have sent the "city water" up to that point, with 
the view, perhaps, of giving the Brookdale people something in 
the shape of a quid pro quo for their city grade of taxes. 


The marsh I spoke of formerly extended to the road, but 
it is not so now. The picnic people of last Monday, upon 
reaching the knoll, could feast their eyes upon a charming little 
lake, with an isle, and a pretty boat, in which Mr. Lindenmeyr's 
young people were rowing about, the marsh lot having been pur¬ 
chased and so improved by that gentleman at much expense. 

So much in way of topographical changes, showing that 
the spirit of progress is making strides slowly but surely in 
the northern part of the township. 


Now let me note personal changes that come to mind in 
contrasting the Family Picnic of a generation ago with that of 
the other day. Then it was a Morris family affair almost exclu¬ 
sively. Everybody of that name was there, with his brothers, 
sisters, cousins, aunts, and uncles, and few there were besides. 
Young, middle-aged and old people met here on the Fourth, and 
made the most of the day, rain or shine. If a shower came up, we 
packed up and retreated to the old saw mill and continued the 
festivities there. I believe in those days "Copenhagen" was not 
in order, but young and old enjoyed, all the same, the speeches, 
the swings, the saunterings off into the woods and the meeting 
all together about the well-heaped table of refreshments beneath 
the trees.

The Bloomfield Fire Department 

Three years aro Bloomfield had no apparatus or means 
for the extinguishment of fires. 

During the winter of 1882-83 came two fires of such 
magnitude that public spirited citizens saw the great need of 
some means of protection against fire. 

The destruction by fire of valuable buildings and the 
loss of taxable property was a great detriment to our town. 
Insurance rates, already high, be-an to be increased and it was 
evident that, unless steps for protection against fire were 
taken, v/e should find our tov;n placed at a great disadvantage 
in comparison with towns having such protection. 

In March, 1883 , fire citizens called a meeting to take 
steps to form an organization for fire protection.

Active Hose Co. has recently purchased a handsome 
hose carriage, and the township has purchased a small fire^bell 
to be Placed in Watsessing to send an alarm to the Centre for a 
fire in that locality. The tell tower and fire tell were erected 
in June 1884 by Essex H. & L. Co. No. 1, at an expense of $1,4C0, 
and they have fitted up their house in a very handsome and con¬ 
venient manner.

To the Citizen: 

As I strolled down Park avenue, the other day, I was 
struck with the beautiful sight that met my eyes. First, the 
substantial and grand Old Church that has stood for a century 
and is good for another, and I felt an excusable pride as I 
stood for a moment facing our most elegant Park, so nicely kept, 
so like a carpet of green velvet over Mother Earth. 

But I noticed that all the elm trees — those noble 
elms — were in deep mourning* and I wondered what made them 
so sad and why they mourned. But as I continued my way on toward 
the centre of the town I ceased to v/onder. Oh that 1 had the pen 
of an artist that I might fully picture your eyes as it was 
reflected on mine! But I will tell you what I saw in my own way 
and then let each one take a bird's eye view and fill in the 
parts that are here left out.

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^The Methodist church, with its spires, reminding 
one of a Harcourt, though no sensational edifice, calls for 
no special view. But why, oh, why, was the next valu a ble lot 
so despoiled by putting two houses where only one, to cost 
sore than both, should stand? Our beauty spots are too rare 
and costly to desecrate thus. This class of house is needed 
in our town, but why not put them a little off from the finest 
place in the State, and not put small, gaudy houses in the 
midst of such noble edifices as we find till we cross Liberty 
street? And there, hid among the trees and overshadowed by 
our Library Hall, (which by the way looks as if it was not 
quite done, and stands a monument to the unfinished ways of 
our town) we unexpectedly come to the neatest house in-town — 
rather heavily enclosed with stone wall and iron fence, yet 
the substantial house does not look as if it would run away 
if it was not fenced in. Surely 'tis not for this that the 
sable bands* are worn by the stately elms, and as I wandered 
past the brick bakery and a view of the street became nearer, 

I no longer wondered. A lot that would be cheap at $2,000. 
was occupied by a small unpainted carpenter's shop. A little 
further on a 12 x 25 one-story store or office, and a new one 
at that; tasty and neat for its size, but oh! my countrymen, 
what folly put that bandbox on a $1,000 lot: And right across 
the street another of the same size is crowded in between two 
of more imposing size, and this one was erected to print The 
Citizen in. No v/onder the stockholders want to sell their 
shares. No wonder there is no more news in the Citizen! 

Little office, little news. 

And here I am reminded of our noble Savings Bank. 

•Tis a face, we have a Savings Eank in town; but who knows it? 
And when they do know it, how many can find it? And after once 
standing in front of its dingy sign, who could get in without 
a guide —- or if once in v/ould not be loth to leave their de- 
cosit there, it is so unattractive. Now if its officers should 
purchase one of those pretty lots occupied by these.one-storied 
mansions, and erect a tasty, substantial building with an 
opening to the street, I doubt not but their deposits would 
double in a short time. 


But to continue or. our Broad St. trip. I notice 
that there are no elms in front of the Citizen shanty to mourn. 
Were they so disgusted with the row of buildings on that side 
of the way, and with the exception o. the Martin Plats, all 
on the other side, that they died in very shame. Oh, ho// 
posing the edifices next south of those flats! And more wort..y

of being called a "flat” is the grocery without an upper 
story — a high board fence made necessary to hide the out— 
houses, nooks and angles of the building on the corner, which 
xight have been an ornament instead of an eye-sore, at very 
trifling expense. But I suppose the owner made it as un¬ 
sightly as possible to correspond with the surroundings; for 
if any one can show a more tattered and torn, tumble-down 
view; poverty and shanty-town -- than that ancient and 
patched-up row on Washington street, as it crosses the Centre, 
where all our business is cone, I would like to see it. And 
then, too, on the Avenue, the alterations to the old store 
are simply abominable. A triangular front with a peaked roof 
and only a patch put on rart way up, as though there was not 
room to turn the original building in line with the street, 
or stuff enough to fix it up with a view to taste. 

Then go on down Glenwood avenue to the depot. The 
same lack of beauty, the same low or flat buildings, the same 
look as though they had not quite got ready to see visitors. 
And then no wonder strangers coming to locate here go as far 
as the Centre and then in disgust take the next train to 
’Zontclair (or some other fixed-up town) as I know of one party 
who did. 


Do we want our town to grow? Do we want the fine, 
vacant lots occupied with beautiful houses adapted to their 
location? Do we want our merchants to prosper, our bank and 
newspaper to flourish? Then, forbid the erection of 
on the best business part of our town, and let property owners 
on the prominent business streets remodel or tear down and 
build suitable buildings, or if they don't feel able to do that, 
let them sell lots at fair prices, but not charge so much for 
lots that the purchasers have no money to build with. 

Why should we not have or.e of the prettiest as well 
as fastest-growing towns in the suburbs of .Jew lork? 

First impressions are always lasting, and what a 
grand panorama of beauty greets the visitor who alights from 
a train at Bloomfield and strolls over the same ground I have 
traced, only going £o the Park Instead of from it to the depot.

Starting near South Orange, and crossing west Main 
street, the road will divide at Dodd street into two branches 
extending into and through the villages above mentioned, pro¬ 
vided sufficient interest is manifested to make such exten¬ 
sions feasible.

To this programme there are serious objections. Not 
to speak of the lack of money, which when needed is apt to be 
forthcoming for any genuine business enterprise, Broad street 
is too good a street to be sacrificed to a line of horsecars. 
It is also too narrow. With infinite pains and expenditure 
of money and time, it has been graded and provided with a 
pavement of hard stone. Car tracks would simply ruin it for 
driving, beside interfering materially with the flow of water 
along its gutters. In addition, this line should connect with 
the Newark horse-cars, as well as those for Orange, and stems 
should be run in various directions through the village.- It 
is true that horse-cars must be run where the people are, and 
the old main streets are best adapted for this purpose. 

Yet it is well to think twice before permitting this 

use. 


An alternative policy would be to open a street para¬ 
llel to Broad street to Bay avenue. The continuation of State 
street north would meet such an avenue already built upon at 
Benson street. The connecting link would be expensive to build, 
and might meet serious opposition from property owners. Ridge- 
wood avenue also opens a feasible route, although as yet little 
built upon. 

At present the whole proposition is in the air, but 
may at any time become a positive reality.

At 
his invitation about .orty gentlemen assembled at the old 
mill shortly before 3 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 


A large whitewood log lay upon the saw-carriage 
ready to be sawed into planks, and to each member of the East 
Orange Town Committee was assigned the duty of sawing one of 
those planks. The saw was started at 3 o'clock by Committeeman 
Samuel C. Jones, the oldest member, and forty-five minutes 
later the old saw made its last stroke and the gates of the 
dam were raised. A table was constructed under the trees of 
the plank thus sawed and a bountiful collation was served, 
and two hours were pleasantly spent in feasting, appropriate 
speeches, etc. 


Just when the old mill was first built and by whom 
there is no record, but tradition says the mill is nearly 150 
years old, and was built by Linus Dodd, grandfather of the 
late Capt. Uzal Dodd. The mill has always been in one of the 
numerous branches of the Dodd family, and has always been run 
by a Dodd except for three or four years, forty years,ago, when 
it was leased by Aaron Pierson. The old mill for many years 
was owned by Capt. Uzal Dodd and his father, and in 1858 the 
last owner, Mr.I.L.Dodd in partnership with Mr. V.V. Dodd bought 
the mill and began the manufacture of carriage hubs. They con¬ 
tinued the business until 1861, when I.L. Dodd bought out his 
partner's interest, gave up the hub business and returned to 
sawing lumber. Since then he has cut up into lumber and kindling 
»00d between 400 and 500 acres, and planks and timbers sawed at 
the old mill have been shipped to California, Europe and 
Australia.

Talks About Town — Bloomfield's Street and Building 
Improvements for the Past Few Months 

It has been often said by many people not familiar 
flit the facts "that Bloomfield is not progressive". If some 
of these will come with me for a little while for a short 
rtflble through the town, I will trj show the* some Im¬ 
provements going on, some of which they may be familiar with 
and some not. 


Starting at the Centre 

w# notice an improvement Just completed at a cost of $20Q, of 
tho hard stone road laid there which insures a permanent bed 
and grade, which was formerly very uneven and rough. 

Crossing Bloomfield avenue, w notice the macadamized 
road from curb to curb in front of the American House, Post 
Office, etc. Going northward we come to 

Our Beautiful Park 

Through the care »nd attention of Hr. Dailey, Chair¬ 
man of the Park Committee, the Park is now and has been all 
this year in splendid condition. .Vhat would Uontclalr, Orange, 
Baft Orange or many of the suburban towns and villages of New 
fork City give for such a Park as we have? It is beyond value,

Beach and Elm Streets 

and notice that Mr. E.G. Ward has had 8C0 feet of sidewalk and 
curbing made on Beach street and that the sidewalk is now beinp 
laid in front of Mr. H.M. Barrett's, Mr. Barton's, Mr. J.P. 
Jones’ and Mr. Schuyler's, on Elm street, as well as on Belle¬ 
ville avenue in iront 01 Mr. Schuyler's 2 houses which includes 
the new one . ust cuilt. This house is a decided change in the 
ordinary architecture of the times and is worth the attention 
and examination of those who contemplate building, as in many 
respects it is a model house. Mr. Schuyler will gladly show 
(I know) the nlans to any one who would like to see them. 

Coming up Belleville avenue we come to 

Upper Broad Street 

and notice an improvement going on there that has been needed 
for 2C years or more. Let us stop here a little while and 
see just what has been accomplished and what will be within 

the next thirty days. 

First v/e notice that a perfect grade has been made, 
that will carry the water from Mr. Colfax's store all the way 
to James street and the stream that crosses under the aqueduct 
at the foot of the plant. To do this it became necessary-to 
excavate over 3»500 yards of earth, at a cost of about $1,2C0 
(money well spent). This is now completed and the macadamizing 
of the same, 20 feet wide and 6 inches deep, is now going on 
and is completed to the New York and Greenwood Lake Railroad 
bridge, and will be finished to the contemplated length of 
2,COO feet (which will bring it up to Osborn street) in about 
two weeks. With this addition the macadam!zzed roads will 
have a completed length from the Centre of over 4,400 feet, 
and will prove that the hard stone roads are'a complete success, 
the best and most economical investment the town has ever made. 

Coming back to Mr. Colfax's we notice that he has put 
in a curb the full front of his place and macadamized to the 
curb. We notice also the filling in of the low grounds opposite, 
a great and lasting improvement. 

Continuing up Eroad street, we notice that Mr. //alter 
S. Freeman, following the improvements going on, will lower his 
present sidewalk and put down flagging the full front. Me now 
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turn up Benson street and find that the surplus earth from 
3road stree- has used :or grading there, v/hich has also 

h great iniprove/nent # Continuing to Ridgewood avenue on 
our way to Bloor.fie.i_d avenue, we notice that three new houses 
have been buij.t, two o: then by 1/r. E.S. Wilde. Crossing 
Bloomfield avenue we cone to 

Glen Ridge 

At the present time Glen Ridge is perhaps the busiest 
place (some say the nost progressive) in Bloomfield Township. 
The various improvements now being made under the control of 
Messrs. A.G. Darwin and J.D. Gallagher and others will repay 
us for stopping a little while and making more than a cursory 
examination. 

Standing at Glen Ridge depot, after noting the 
beauties of the Club house, we see that there is under way a 
railroad depot that will be a model when finished. As we pass 
along Ridgewood avenue we come to Clark street and notice 
several large houses completed or under way, the street all 
graded, flagged and guttered. Going on down Ridgewood avenue 
and turning to the left we find houses going up in every di¬ 
rection — all of them first-class — making Glen Ridge a 
village in itself. 

Going through Hillside avenue and turning into 
7/ashington avenue, we see several houses being built, and 
learn that several core are nlanned. Continuing our journey 
we return to our starting point after a couple of hours.

The Eloomfiela Fire Department was called into 
service at 3 o'clock Sunday morning last to extinguish a fire 
which had been started by an incendiary in the factory of 
C.W. Powers Jr., corner of Henry street and Glenwood avenue. 

. . . The first floor was stocked with foot-power saws and 
patent cots and ironing boards, and the second floor contained 
patent clothes dryers and cots. 

Farrand street, Bloomfield, has recently been greatly 
Improved by two new factories and a storehouse with additional 
rooms for a dwelling. One factory is owned by H. & C.O. Fritz, 
carpenters and builders, in which they will soon have machinery 
for manufacturing sash, blinds, doors and for doing all klnci^ 
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of sawing and planing. This partnership was consumated less 
than two years ago, and is now one of the busiest firms in 
the neighborhood. Since January last they have completed 
twenty-one dwellings and have several now under way. Contracts 

for entire buildings are taken. 

Removing and remodelling old buildings is also a 

branch of their business. 

C.W. Powers Jr. has erected a factory for hieuzet 
& Kagory which is being used for the manufacture of antiseptic 
dressing and absorbent cotton and lint. A number of hands are 
already employed there, and others will soon be added to the 

force. 


The storehouse is owned by Chas. «V. Martin, where 
feed, grain, hay and straw are stored to accomodate his in¬ 
creasing business at the Centre.

In 1885, Broad St. from Liberty St. north to Belleville 
avenue, 1,500 feet long 20 feet wide and six inches deep. 

Orange street from connection with East Orange line 
east, 500 feet long, 16 feet wide and 8 inches deep. 

On Watsessing avenue 100 feet long, 16 feet wide 

and 6 inches deep. 


In 1886, Broad St. north from Belleville avenue to 
Osborn street, 2,015 feet long, 20 feet wide and 6 inches deep.

Young Men's Christian Association 

Notwithstanding the discouraging state of the 
weather last Wednesday evening, about seventy young gentlemen 
from the different churches assembled at Dodd's Hail for the 
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purpose of organizing a Young Men's Christian Association 
Mr. G. Theron Moore was chosen chairman and Mr Winfred Jones 
Secretary of the meeting. After the opening with prlyer eM 
singing Of some gospel hymns the chairman briefly stated the 
object of the meeting, namely the formation of an "association 

f r ^VconS???onV f r£ he Splrnual - intellectual, 5oc?afin5 
physical condition of the young men of Bloomfield" in the 

ordinary run o. life called a Young Men's Christian Association. 
Mr. ioore invited all who favored this object to sign a preamble 
in which the aims and end of the Y.M.C,A. are in a condensed 
form set forth. About fifty of those present came forward and 
signed. Rev. Mr. i.'.ann was then invited by the Chairman to ad¬ 
dress the meeting, to which the former responded in a ringing 
speech, giving his reasons for the supporting of the movement. 
As chance for evil doing is increased, as places of bad in¬ 
fluence multiply, in the same way, the more institutions spring 
up for the propagation of everything that is good, the greater 
will be the chance of fighting wickedness successfully. Mr. 

Mann showed how in a number of ways the Association might and 
should extend their influence over men, who, less through 
malice than through prejudice, will not be moved to enter the 
doors of the church. Rev. Dr. Stubbert, a young man, not of 
years, but of warmth of heart and sentiment, followed Mr. Mann 
in the same earnest way, pleading for whole-souled business in 
the Association work. It would, he said, require all the good¬ 
will .power, untiring energy and earnest piety the young men 
could put in it. After Dr. Stubbert, speeches were made by 
Messrs. Maxfield, Cook, Shedon, Sanderson, Tower and others, 
all in a most happy and harmonious train. The enthusiasm over 
the new enterprise was evidently shared by all present. A com¬ 
mittee of which Mr. Sheldon is Chairman, was appointed to frame 
a constitution and report at the next meeting which will be held 
next Friday evening at Dodd's Hall.

Y. M. C. A. 

An enthusiastic meeting of the Young Men's Christian 
Association was held in Dodd's Hall Saturday evening, November 
2?th, Mr. G.T. Moore presiding. 

Mr. Walter Kughson, of the board of directors, Y.M.C.A. 
of Orange, addressed the meeting with words of counsel and en¬ 
couragement, and as a member of the International Committee 
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gave a hearty welcome to the Bloomfield Association to 
ranks of the United Association of North America 


The committee appointed at a previous meeting to 
draft a consatLi^ion, then reported, and by a unanimous vote 
the secretary was u^rected to cast the vote of the society 

for its adoption. 


It provides four classes of membership, Active, 
Associate, Sustaining and Life members; the year dues of 
Active and Associate members are two dollars. 

Active members must be men of good standing in some 
Evangelica^ Church, while any man of good moral character may 
become an Associate member. Sustaining members pay at least 
ten dollars anually and a payment of one hundred dollars con¬ 
stitutes a Life member. 

A committee of five was then appointed to nominate 
a board of directors, and while they withdrew for consultation, 
Rev. Chas. M. Yatman, General Secretary of the Y.M.C.A. of 
Newark, made one of his stirring appeals for united Christian 
endeavor to benefit young men. 


The nominating committee then reported and the 
election took place resulting in the following selection, re¬ 
presenting all our churches in the tov/nship of Bloomfield; 

John Sanderson, Jos. B. Maxfield, J.G. Broughton, Thos. McGown, 
J. Edward Stubbert, M.D., H.B. Sheldon, Jr., G.T. Moore, F.E. 
Langstroth, Wm. Francis, D.C. Townsend, W.B. Dodd, C.L. Stewart, 
Geo. H. Sherman, Samuel Ell or and Jno. W. Stewart. 

Short addresses were made by Rev. Mr. Egbert and 
Rev. Dr. Stubbert. Pledges to the amount of $500 were taken, 
and the meeting adjourned subject to a call of the board of 

directors.

The Township Year 

The close of another year finds the Township in 
good condition both as to finances and public works . . . 

Of new roads about 3*600 has been laid, giving to r.road street 
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an extended hard pavement, and also In Y/atsessing contri¬ 
buting to conuoi t and satisiaction of residents upon 
the line of Orange street . . . ’’arts of those laid last 
year are too -la. and too muddy to be entirely satisfactory 
. . . At least as much money should be voted for road con¬ 
struction as before. 

* t _ i * • money expended for sidewalks has been 
expended. Even a larger amount could have been used if 
available. $2,000 is not too much to vote for this purpose. 
Extensive building may make a larger sum desirable. The 
lowering of the roadway of Upper Broad street makes changes 
in the sidewalks oi that locality both desirable and necessary. 
Money for this purpose can be obtained by an aporoDriation of 
say $50C in sidewalk district No. 2. Meetings for’this pur¬ 
pose are usually called in April. Property owners in that 
locality would do well to promptly vote the money and petition 
for its use. 


. . . The $5C0 voted for police purposes last year 
has been expended in employing special constables to keep 
order at the Centre and upon the avenue, Saturday evening 
and throughout Sunday. It has served a useful purpose and 
should be continued. Such use of the money is more economical 
and wiser than the employment of a paid police force. 

During the year the Fire Companies have improved 
and perfected their organization -- in addition, the Active 
Hose Company at Y/atsessing have secured a new building for 
their use. The Phoenix Rose Comrany and the Excelsior Hose 
Company have each secured lots upon which they intend to place 
houses in the Spring. When this has been accomplished each 
of the Companies will have secured comfortable quarters and 
a new element of permanancy in fire matters will have been 
obtained. 


The laying out of the public grounds from Belleville 
avenue to New street completes the system of parks along 
Broad street of which this village should be proud.

Shade Trees 

Next to the improvement our much neglected side¬ 
walks the planting and care of shade trees is a matter that 
should awaken a prompt and widespread *'ublic interest in Bloom¬ 
field. At the lowest estimate as to number, 2,CCC shade trees 
ought to be set out on the streets of Bloomfield this season. 

The grading of Broad street, compelling a considerable 
cut above Canal street for a long distance, necessitates the 
destruction of the trees that now stand in that locality. Y/hen 
these are cut down and converted into kindling wood, the loss 
will be fully felt. It will require the planting of not less 
than 5C0 trees to put this part of Broad street in proper trim 
in this important particular, and then it will take a dozen 
years for the young trees to develop much of utility or beauty. 
3ut it will pay handsomely. 

The Village Improvement Association should at once 
take this matter in hand. "Arbor Day" (which we believe has 
never been observed in Bloomfield) ought not to cass without 
some such revival of tree planting as occurred about sixty years 
ago, and to which we owe the beautiful elms which surround the 
Green and line the sides of the older streets of the village. 

A fund of $1,000 would be ample to purchase at wholesale from 
1,500 to 2,000 trees of good size and of the best sort. If 
the Society is a live society it could raise that sum in less 
than a week. Then as to the planting; on the Arbor Day plan 
of "many hands make light work", the cost of planting would be 
saved, and we would have a day that would be historic. Could 
$1,000 be better invested? What have the gentlemen of the 
Village Improvement Association to say?

Simeon Riggs Hayes 

Another of Bloomfield's oldest residents died on 
Sunday morning the l^th inst. Mr. Hayes was Dorn in Bloomfield 
February 17 , 1806 . Mr. & Mrs. Thomas Hayes, the parents o, the 
deceased, were at the time of his birth living with the parents 
of Mrs. Hayes, Mr. & Mrs. Lawrence Ward. Mr. Ward was then the 
owner of all that rortion of Bloomfield now known as the centre 
and dwelt in a brick house that stood on the property on which 
Mr. Lloyd's bakery is now situated. This house enjoyed the 
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distinction of being the first trie* house built in the town. 
Grandfather Hayes took an active part in the construction of 
the First Presbyterian Church. Ke Placed his yoke of cattle 

and a driver (who was none other than the father of the 
deceased) at the disposal of the builders. The deceased's 
-other was one of the first admitted to membership in the Old 
Church and was a constant attendant at the meetings held in the 
residence of Mr. Joseph Davis, previous to the building of the 
church edifice. The late Hr. Hayes father died when the forcer 
was but six years of age. Mr. Hayes served an apprenticeship 
at the building trade and assisted in the construction of some 
of the oldest residences to be found in the village. On 
January l*th, 1829, he carried Hiss Lydia King, a daughter of 
John J. King, an architect residing near Silver Lake. Mr. King 
will be remembered among the old residents as the can who solved 
the difficult problem with which the builders of the Acadecy 
had to contend, which was the construction of the winding stair¬ 
way which is used in the institution at the present time. 

Sir. Hayes engaged in the building trade in Sew York 
City for a number of years. About five years ago he was seized 
with a severe attack of pneumonia and for a time his recovery 
was extremely doubtful. It was at this time, in the excitement 
occasioned by a fire on Bloomfield avenue that his wife met with 
a serious accident which soon afterward caused her death. Mr. 

Hayes never enjoyed perfect health after that time. His death 
is attributed to a cold contracted a short tine ago. His sons, 

Hr. Uzal T. Hayes, of Middlestown, New York, Hr. Thomas r.. Hayes 
of Bloomfield, and his daughter, Mrs. J. Corey Johnson ?dth whom 
the deceased resided, were with him when he died. The funeral 
services were held at his late residence on Tuesday afternoon. 

Hr. J.C. Keyler had charge of the arrangements. Hev. H.W. 
Ballentine of the First Presbyterian Church conducted tne services. 
The pall-bearers were Hr. Kelson Hayes of Newark, Harry H. and 
Thos. E. Hayes of Hiddletown, N.Y., T. Howell, Wm. L., and 
Edward ?. Johnson, grandsons of the deceased.

In 
reference to the running of the cars, he assured the Committee 
that the Company had no desire to take an unfair advantage oi 
the town. He would like to have the consent of the Committee 
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to operate the road between the Glenwood avenue station and 
Orange. The Committee could grant the privilege for a specified 
time without accepting the road as satisfactorily completed. 

The only difficulty he expected to encounter would be at the 
crossing of the D.L. & W. Railroad. That Company would probably 
insist on his Company paying half the cost of maintaining a 
flagman. He had no doubt about the outcome of it; they had 
experienced the same difficulties in Orange. Until it was 
settled it was his intention to run the cars from Bay Avenue 
to Glenwood Avenue depot, where passengers for Orange could walk 
across the track and take the Orange cars. The fare for the 
through trip will be five cents. The Company have concluded not 
to place any turnout at the centre for the present. In regard 
to the erection of bridges over the street gutters at the 
centre, Mr. Eppley said that the iron bridges such as are used 
in Orange would cost $4,000. This was more than the Company 
could afford to expend under the circumstances. If the town¬ 
ship wished to assist in the matter, iron bridges would be put 
in. The Committee declined to assist. Mr. Dodd called Mr. 

Eppley's attention to having promised to erect an iron bridge 
on the north side of Bloomfield avenue. Mr. Eppley replied 
that if he had made a promise he would keep it. The bridge on 
the south side will be of oak plank as required by the Ordinances. 
. . . A request was made that the Company be allowed to lay the 
track on the west side of Broad street beginning at the Franklin 
road, then to the terminus. Some very large elm trees stand 
directly in the line of the track on the east side. Mr. Sigler, 
who resides opposite the trees, objected to their destruction. 
Another serious objection to the east side was the immense 
quantity of filling required, and in one place it would be 
necessary to build a retaining wall. The Committee decided to 
inspect the ground on Friday morning and see what was required.

Either the present association, or 
another, younger and more vigorous, has still an important 

work to do. 


“ e take up one or two subjects at random. It is a 
nuisance -o. trie st^ilness of Sunday to be disturbed by picnic 
parties who ir^ve tr.rough the main streets singing and shouting. 

I It is a nuisance for the saloons to be kept open on 

Sunday, dispensing liquor to customers in defiance of law and 
good order. Cannot the association find some way to stop 

these nuisances? 

The surroundings of the D.L. & W. R.R. depot might be 
improved by the opening of the proposed street from Glenwood 
avenue to Washington street. 

The Association might give something mere than good 
advice to the gentlemen who are trying to get a depot on the 
Greenwood Lake Railway at Chestnut Kill, it might open Newark 
to the joy of Fairview. 

The Athletic Association, the Woman's Temperance Union 
and the Young Ken's Christian Association are all looking for 
permanent quarters.

Bloomfield National Bank 


It will undoubtedly be gratifying news to the expen- 
tant people of our town to learn that the Bloomfield National' 
Bank, which had had only a problematical existance, has now 
become an assured fact, and will soon materialize in tangible 
shape. It will not be long before gilt or porcelain letters 
(a point not yet decided by the directors) adorning rlate- 
glass windows in a substantial building (material another un¬ 
decided question) will Indicate to the business men of the town 
that the place where home banking may be conducted with relia¬ 
bility and despatch. 

The apparently delay in putting the preliminary 
affairs of the bank into definite shape has been due to the 
unsettled state of the banking and currency bureau at ’Washington, 
caused by the incoming of a new administration, the office of 
Comptroller of the Treasury, an official whose sanction and sig¬ 
nature were necessary, being vacant for nearly a month. 

At a meeting held at the residence of Mr. Thomas 
Oakes on the evening of the 18th ult. officers and directors 
were chosen, articles of association drawn up and organization 
certificates signed by the directors. A compliance with the 
National Banking Act requires the signatures and affidavits of 
every shareholder to the above mentioned documents. In order 
that the new institution might conveniently and expeditiously 
meet the requirement, 319 shares of the stock were taken in 
the name of ‘Thomas Oakes, 30 of them on his own personal sub¬ 
scription, the remaining'289 representing 77 other subscribers, 
to be transferred to them as fast as their subscriptions are 
paid in. 


Messrs. Thomas Oakes. Wm. A. Baldwin and Willard 
Richards were appointed a committee to proceed to Washington 
and prosecute the organization of the bank before the Comptroller. 
They were successful in their efforts. The Comptroller, upon a 
proper representation of the case, complied with the request. 

At a second meeting held at Mr. Oakes's house on the 
25 th, the committee reported that the application for a bank, to 
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be called THE BLOOplELD NATIONAL BANK was approved by the 
Coniptroiler, and that the title would be held'for 60 days. 

Tne question o. location was discussed at this meeting Various 
sites were talked of. It was finally decided to locate on 

street, and Vl ce-president Baldwin was directed to pur¬ 
chase the plot o: ground, 5C by 130 feet, next south of Gcib's

the next meeting. No definite date has been fixed for the com¬ 
mencement of business, but the bank will probably be in running 
order by the first of July. 


The enterprise is regarded by the managers as a purely 
home institution, and they look forward to a public spirited 
response from the business men of Bloomfield in seconding, their 
efforts to make it successful. Every citizen should take pride 
in it, and resolve to give it his cordial support. Of the 92 
subscribers to the capital stock of $50,000, 77 are residents 
of the town. 


To many of the Directors banking is a new experience. 
Messrs. Thomas Oakes and James C. Beach, however, have had it 
through their connection with similar institutions elsewhere. 

The new venture has evidently a hopeful future, and has the en¬ 
couragement of prominent financiers who can speak v/ith a tolerable 
degree of certainty as to its prospects. 

Comptroller Knox, a man known throughout the country, 
bespeaks success. Jacob D. Vermilye, President of the Merchant's 
Bank of New York City, has given words of praise and encourage¬ 
ment for it. In his opinion the bank should have been established 

here ten years ago. 

The position of cashier, a highly important one in 
concerns of this character, has been assigned to Mr. Lewis K. 

Dodd. Mr. Dodd is well known to his fellow townsmen. He has 
filled a responsible position with the Newark Banking Company 
for several years.

THE DELUGE Bloomfield's Flooded Districts -- Damage by 

Tuesday's Visitation from the Clouds 

The topography of this quiet inland town underwent a 
marvelous change on Tuesday last. The rippling brooks, and 
winding streams which lend their poetic charms to our beautiful 
village were suddenly transformed into raging rivers sweeping 
everything before them in their hurried course to the sea. Ex¬ 
pansive lakes covered vast areas of territory. vYatsessing and 
Dodd's Lakes, two considerable bodies of water which long since 
succumbed to the progress of improvements, made a magnificent 
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effort to regain their supremacy and for a while were highly 
successful. The stormy weather with which the week opened 
culminated on Tuesday afternoon on a rainfall almost unprece¬ 
dented in i.he history of our town. There is some difference 
of opinion as to whether it exceeded the rain of August, 1882, 
but the majority of sentiment favor last Tuesday. A heavy 
shower at about noon filled the small streams to the utmost 
carrying capacity o' the culverts through which they pass. 


It passed over and the sun broke through the clouds 
causing many people to surmise that the rain was over for the 
day. About 2:30 in the afternoon heavy clouds began to gather 
over the Orange mountain range and ominous mutterings of 
thunder were heard. At 3:30 the storm broke over the town and 
for nearly an hour and a half the rain came down in torrents. 
Everybody who has had any experience with heavy rains in the 
vicinity was convinced that a flood was imminent. The geo¬ 
graphical position of Bloomfield is such that it receives the 
overflow from the Oranges and Montclair, its two principal 
streams, the Second River and Toney's Brook having their sources 
in these towns. It is the latter stream that generally does 
all the damage when it gets on the rampage and on this occasion 
it outpassed all previous records. The huge volume of water 
that ran into this stream from the Montclair mountainside rendered 
it necessary to open the flood-gates at Moffat's Pond. The 
Bloomfield division of the brook received a sudden and over¬ 
whelming impetus from the oond and burst through a dyke erected 
by the Messrs. Fritz Bros, at their moulding factory on Farrand 
street. 


A stream immense in its proportions fanned its way 
through this breach, cutting away the bank and spreading itself 
over the low level ground on each side of Washington avenue 
until it reached the Glenwood avenue embankment with its long 
line of business houses and dwellings. There the water finding 
further progress impeded began to rise and soon flooded the 
cellars and basements along the street. Every movable thing in 
the yards of the houses on this street and 'Washington street 
between the Centre and the D.L. & 'll. R.R. was soon afloat. Great- 
excitement prevailed among the inmates of the small frame dwelling 
on the nlot north of Washington street, east of the Railroad. 

Great fears were entertained for their sa r ety. -bey were driven 
to the top floors of the houses and many even sought safety on 
the roof. These oeople, who as a class are very poor, will feel 
the loss from damage to their household furniture and utensils 
very severely. Mr. Lewis's, Mm. Unangst's and Dr. W.H. Van 
Gieson's cellars were flooded and much damage done. Druggist 
J.F. Scherff, corner of Glenwood avenue and Washington street, 
is probably the heaviest leser, as his cellar was -tocked 
drugs and other perishable material. R.M. wtile^, deair. in my, 


grain and feed loses heavily. T.W. Dancer, the newsdealer 
placed his loss at between $8CC and $l,ooc! The Dancer family 
had many valua.-ve articles of wearing anrarel ruixied by water 
such as sealskin sacques, furs, etc. They were preparing fw’ 
supper when the flood came on them and they quickly began the 
work of cariymg their goods from the water's reach While 
thus, busily engaged, Mr. Dancer was warned to look out for 

Wa * i n a the Stable in the Ke plunged 

into the water, waist deep, and made his way to the stable 

rescuing tne terrified animal. While in the water Mr. Dancer 
also liberated several dogs which were in imminent danger of 
drowning. T..e .iorses in Mr. Dawkin'S stable had to be taken 
out. ^..essrs. -peer, Geib and Spragg, saloon-keepers, had con- 
siderablc property destroyed. A hole was broken through the 
foundation walls under John Young's hardware store which allowed 
opportunity for part of the water to escape into the Glenwood 
avenue culvert. John nermann, the shoe dealer, lost about $1CC 
worth of property. He had built a small summer pavilion in the 
yard back of his store which he used for a sleeping apartment 
in the summer.^ The water ruined this little place together • 
with two valuaole feather beds and their accoutrements. All the 
business establishments on this block suffered from the flood, 
‘••r. ^ohn G. Keyler had to remove his horses and wagons from his 
stables, the yard being three feet deep in water. 


During the rain storm the Centre presented the apDear- 
ance of a lake with the fountain resembling an island in its 
centre. The damage to the side hill roads in Glen Ridge will 
amount to considerable. In many places they are in a terrible 
condition. The Glenwood avenue arch was insufficient to carry 
off the immense body of water coming down the brook and a huge 
roaring sea was backed up over the lowland at this point. The 
yard surrounding Abel Day's Bakery on the corner of Linden and 
Glenwood avenues was flooded and a large quantity of flour stored 
in a shed was spoiled by the water. Further down Glenwood avenue 
a scene of wild excitement was witnessed. The land here is 
naturally low and swampy and it was not long before all the 
houses were surrounded by an immense lake. The inmates were 
terrified beyond measure as they imagined that all the horrors 
of Johnstown had come upon them. Some few of them recovered 
presence of mind enough to devote themselves to saving the prop¬ 
erty that was beginning to float off. Clotheslines were brought 
into requisition and made fast to out-houses, chicken-coops, dog- 
kennels and other articles that developed a tendency to go 
voyaging. Venturesome small boys experienced much fun in this 
work, to the terror of their distracted mothers. The water 
proved rough on rats and whenever a stable was flooded these 
vermin could be seen scampering aloft. Contractor Robert Ashley 
had to remove his horses and wagons to a place of safety, as the 
water attained a depth of four feet in his stable yard, destroying 
much hay and feed. 
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Lr. Eppley's beautiful Glenwood Park, in the con¬ 
struction of which he has recently spent so much money and 
which was rapidly becoming rorular, was dealt with in* a most 
unmerciful manner by the raging torrent which came rushing down 
Second River from Oranre. Statuary, chairs and fences were 
swept away in the flood. Many of the chairs were snatched from 
the stream by daring boys who risked their lives for their 
possession. It is understood that Mr. Eppley will get out a 
search warrant with which to recover the furniture. 


Franklin Park, which was originally Dodd's Lake, was 
completely flooded. This part contains the East Orange Sewage 
Disposal Works. The water rushed through this building without 
waiting for chemical treatment. The sewage tanks were over¬ 
flowed. A bridge erected over Second River in the park was 
carried away and deposited at the south end of the long bridge 
at Prospect street. The sidewalk recently constructed on 
Prospect street and Glenwood avenue is totally demolished in 
many places. The scene on Second River as viewed from the D.L. 

& W. R.R. embankment over the old lake nroperty was a thrilling 
one. The waters of Toney's Brook and Second River combine on 
the west side of the bridge at this point. A vast sheet of water 
extending from Glenwood avenue to Bloomfield avenue nresented 
itself to the view. Many spectators imperiled their lives in 
their eagerness to view the scene. 


The egress for the water under the railway could not 
meet the demand made on it and the water formed itself in whirl¬ 
pools in the frantic efforts to escape. These undermined the 
embankment in many rlaces and huge landslides occurred rendering 
the railroad track unsafe for travel. The company exercised 
great precaution in running trains over it. A careful watch was 
kert on the bridre as it was momentarily expected to give way. 

The cellars of the Erick Row on Bloomfield avenue were inundated. 
The fences and outhouses were carried about by the water and 
everything in the yards jumbled together in a mess or contusion. 


John N. Baldwin occupies the basement floor of Jas. 
Crisp & Co.'s belt factory. The water inundated to the depth 
of two feet on the floor. The flow of water was more than the 
Franklin street series of culverts could carry off and it backed 
up over the land adjacent to the river between Bloomfield avenue 
and Franklin street. Maxfield's dairy staDies the water atta.neu 
a depth of four feet in the yard and the horses and cows had to 
be quickly dirven to the high land adjoining. The works oi tne 
Montclair Gas & Water Company were surrounded, and at one time 
Superintendent Causbrook feared that the business of gas making 
would be interrupted. The Erick Row on Newark avenue was a 
C cere 0^ great excitement.

Superintendent claims that tne ground can be covered in less 
than thirteen minutes. In order to make this time, however, the 
tracks will have to be relaid. At present they are very uneven 
and cause the cars, which run very steadily, to rock considerably. 
The cars are new and have all the latest alliances. They will 
be lighted with the incandescent lights, and on the sides at 
every other window are electric push bells for passengers. The 
long delay in getting the road in operation has been owing to the 
difficulty experienced in getting the necessary power transmitted 
through the city.

The Electric Light Contract 

In the discussion relative to electric lighting, we 
have endeavored not to be influenced on the one hand by the 
electric light at any ’'rice reople, nor on the other hand by 
the irreconcilable opponents of it. In many towns now lighted 
by electricity, the reople before its introduction had no public 
lighting system at all or were depending on oil or other in- 
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ferior means. Lncer tnese circumstances they were prepared 
to grant a-.rn.osc any terms demanded by electric lighting 
companies in order to procure the light. It is m^i^estlv 
absurd for any company to expect such favorable terms from a 
township like iield, -atoring under no such hard necessity; 
and it would indicate a weakness or stupidity not for a moment 
to be thought possible on the part of the township representa¬ 
tives to grant the extensive privileges proper enough in the 
case of towns in a less favorable position. 

The franchise for electric lighting is considered on 
all hands to be a most valuable one. No one is more alive to 
this than the Edison Company, one of its representatives going 
so far as to state publicly, that if the Township Committee 
would grant them the privilege of erecting and maintaining 
poles and wires they would be willing to forego making a con¬ 
tract for lighting the streets. The attorney for the^electric 
light company has been in constant attendance upon the meetings 
of the Township Committee and the Str°et Lighting Committee to 
obtain the most valuable concessions possible for the company. 
There is no fault to be found with this, it v/ould be a poor 
attorney who did not endeavor to work in the interests of his 
clients. 


But if the franchise is so valuable for the Township 
to grant; and what is granted should be subjected to the keenest 
scrutiny by the Township Committee, its legal adviser and the 
taxpayer. The difference between the franchise, so much de¬ 
sired by the electric light company and the contract for lighting 
the streets must be kept clearly and at all times in view. 

Several weeks ago the Township Committee passed a reso¬ 
lution accepting the bid of the Edison Company for lighting the 
streets, subject to details to be hereafter agreed upon. This 
of course bound the Committee to nothing more than to make a con¬ 
tract for lighting the streets for one year (the statutory limit). 

We believe there is little of opinion relative to the 
expediency of having the streets lighted by electricity at the 
price in the Edison Company's bid. And that is all that the 
Township Committee have so far agreed upon. *or the justification 
of the Township Committee, we reiterate the fact that all they 
have so far agreed to do is to award the contract lor lighting 
the streets for one year to the Edison Company, provided the 
company can show themselves in a position to do the work. 

Vuch injustice has been done the Township Committee by the 
misapprehension on the part of the public, that they have ir¬ 
retrievably committed themselves to granting an extensive and 
valuable franchise to the Edison Company. Tne franchise, tnat 
is to say the privilege of erecting and maintaining poles and

Electric Lighting Postponed 

The adoption of electric light in place of gas in 
this tov/n has been indefinitely postponed. The United Edison 
Electric Light Company last week, previous to the assemblage 
of the public meeting on Friday night, declined to enter into 
a contract on the terms proposed by the committee. The com¬ 
pany's counsel, H.M. Barrett, made this fact known to the 
public at that meeting after several citizens had expressed 
their opinions in the matter. The sentiment of the meeting 
as expressed was unanimously against the signing of the con¬ 
tract. Y/hether the declarations on the part of the company 
would have been final had public sentiment made itself manifest 
in their favor was not stated. There was a good attendance at 
the Kail. 


The Chairman of the Tov/nship Committee, Mr. Theodore 
H. Y/ard, presided. The other members of the committee were on 
the platform with him. Clerk Edward F. Farrand read the call 
of the meeting. Mr. J.D. Gallagher recommended that the con¬ 
tract be read, and each section discussed separately. Mr. Amzi 
Dodd suggested that the question whether the town wanted to 
enter into a contract at all be disposed of first. Mr. Edward 
Y/ilde concurred in this suggestion, and considered the reading 
of the contract a probably waste of time, as it had been pub¬ 
lished and the public given an opportunity to familiarize 
themselves with its terms. Mr. Edward Oakes inquired whether 
the Town Committee were committed to the Edison Company and 
said that he understood that other bids had been $1,000 lower.

There was much to be said in favor of the electric lieht Tt 

possessed certain advantages over gas. Whether it wal aA im¬ 
provement or not was a debatable question. If it was univer¬ 
sal. 1 ^ cons ^ered so, the public would be in favor of it. The 
public would lose nothing by allowing this ODportunity to 
make a contract go by. Whenever they were ready to make a 
contract tnere would always be parties ready to meet them. 

The present contract was no doubt a very good one for the 
Edison Company. Mr. Dodd spoke of the eager competition among 
the several electric light companies to get possession of 
territory. 


Mr. Edward Wilde read a letter from Mr. R.S. Rudd 
and others in Glen Ridge opposing the signing of the contract, 
based chiefly on an opposition to overhead wires. Mr. Wilde 
himself also spoke against it, as did also Mr. Gallagher. Mr. 
Gallagher said that he had obtained figures from electrical 
experts as to the cost of putting wires under ground, which 
varied from $20,000 to $100,000 for a system such as is com¬ 
prehended in the proposed contract. Mr. Wilde submitted a 
resolution that committee of five citizens be appointed to 
make inquiry into the cost of an electric light system for 
this town with the wires put under ground. Mr. H.M. Barrett, 
speaking for the company, gave a review of the whole transaction, 
from the introduction of the Bloomfield Improvement Associa¬ 
tion's request to the Township Committee for the adoption of 
electric lights down to the present time. Mr. Barrett denied 
any disposition of the company to take an unfair advantage of 
the township, and also refuted an allusion made by Mr. Wilde to 
"watered stock". Mr. Barrett said that particular inquiry had 
been made with regard to the cost of putting wires under ground. 
The best system yet devised was that of the Spiral Weld Tube 
Company, which cost $5,000 per mile. Mr. Barrett stated that 
the amount of capital that would have to be laid out by the 
company organized to run the proposed electric light plant 
would be as follows: To the Edison Company, $27,500; building 
lot, $1,000; plant $3,000. The contract just s ubmitted by 
the Town Committee was more strict in its terms than any ever 
imposed on the company. The contract for street lighting could

A New School House 

A large number of citizens responded to a call 
issued by the School trustees r or a special meeting to discuss 
the question of voting $18,000 for the erection of a new school 
at Berkeley Hill. The meeting was held in the High School 
building last Monday evening. Mr. John F. Folsom was chosen 
to preside and District Clerk Wo. A. Baldwin filled the posi¬ 
tion of secretary. Trustee Oakes briefly presented the matter 
to the meeting, stating that after two years consideration of 
the matter, and the examination of a number of plans, and 
visiting school building in neighboring towns, the trustees 
had at last unanimously approved of a plan for a school build¬ 
ing at Berkeley Hill which it was thought would meet all re¬ 
quirements . 


Architect Jones, of Belleville, whoe plan the trustees 
approved, was introduced and gave a detailed statement of the 
features of the building, which, it was proposed to erect. 
Profile prints of the exterior and interiors of the building 
were exhibited. The building is a two story and basement brick 
building with attic slate roof. Dimensions, 6C feet square, 
containing eight class rooms, each 23 feet square. The base¬ 
ment is divided into day-rooms and store rooms. The entrances 
are at each side of the building. The partition walls are of 
brick. Ventilating and heating flues will be built in the 
walls. The building will be amply supplied with wardrobes, 
closets, bookcases and other conveniences. Light will be intro¬ 
duced into the building after an approved scientific method. 

The distance from floor to ceiling in the class rooms will be 
18 feet. The ceiling will be of wood instead of plaster. 


After a short discussion of the plans Mr. Oakes intro¬ 
duced a resolution that the amount asked for by the trustees be 
voted. It was carried unanimously. The trustees will issue 
district school bonds payable at the rate of $3,000 per year to 
bear interest at five rer cent. The question was asked what the 
trustees proposed to do with the present Berkeley school building.

out without system, however, and little or no regard to the 
general weliare. -.heir location appears to have been made 
largely to suit the private interests of the various land 
owners, xhe result is crooked, irregular and narrow streets 
in many places. No very extensive changes can now be effected 
in the built up portion of this section, but the general 
character and effect can be materially improved, if some of 
the streets are widened and the awkward angles taken out by 
lines so made as to give the effect of graceful curves. 

The streets have been graded largely to suit private 
property, which is not itself very objectionable if a proper 
system of drainage is maintained. Bloomfield and Ridgewood 
avenues have good grades and are of a permanent character. No 
system of sewerage has been adopted anywhere in the Township. 

. . . Upon the subject of establishing grades of 
streets, I would say that the grades of all roads should if 
possible be so established as to carry upon their surface all 
the water that may reach them to the streams of the watershed 
without depending upon sewers. In other words no grade should 
be established that forms a pocket at any point requiring a 
sewer to remove the storm water. 

... In making a hasty study of the subject I am 
impressed with the immediate necessity of devising a system, 
of sewerage for the Second River drainage watershed to proyide 
for the collection of house sewerage. No permanent or satis¬ 
factory development of the Township can take place unless the 
Township furnishes a sewerage system.

The 
experience cf the township of Y/oodside shows the trouble arising 
from not properly considering the future. This territory was 
intended by Nature for a purely suburban development and in¬ 
stead of treating it that way the city officials, when it was 
annexed to Newark, ruthlessly laid it out in 25 x ICO foot lots, 
and the result was that the grc?/th was retarded for ten years, 
and is now altogether cf a different character to what Mature 
3 .nd its opportunities intended it. 

. . . First, let the rural district alone. 

Second, so lay out the suburban district that the 
best land may be in the lots and the worse land in the streets. 
The strictly rectangular idea need net be rigidly adhered to, the 
public having changed to a marked degree in later '/ears, so that 
a secluded lot well located on a by-street will find as ready a 
purchaser as a rrominent location on an important street. Noting 
this, let the streets be so laid out that the whole land as 
developed for the rurpose intended, with rroper regard to drain¬ 
age for the v/ater and economy in grading the land. 

The manufacturing district has been so thoroughly 
developed that little there remains to be done, and that shou^a 
be in keeping with the system now in vogue, -he urban system

absolutely necessary ''or immediate wants should be permanently 
improved. Till the sewerage matter is settled, and'under any” 
circumstances it would not be wise to intrude in this paper the 
merits and demerits of different pavements as a discussion on 
them would be needless. 


The water question having long been settled it need 
not be touched upon here. 

SEAERAGE AND DRAINAGE. V/hile in most cities the drain¬ 
age of the land is thrown in the sewers, and is considered only 
as one subject, in towns such as Bloomfield, the two subjects 
should be treated under two heads as their objects are different 
and their treatment should be correspondingly different. The 
problem of sewerage in Bloomfield will undoubtedly be solved by 
collecting the refuse and excreta from the houses and carrying 
it into pipes into a main sewer down the valley of the Second 
River to the Passaic. This will have to be done in conjunction 
with the sewerage of other towns, and co-operation to that end 
will have to be arranged for. 

Eut the drainage is and should be an entirely different 
matter and wants treating in a way peculiar to itself. I allude 
to this matter more particularly, for while everybody concedes 
the necessity of sewerage, few appreciate the importance in a 
sanitary view of thorough drainage, and equally few see the 
necessity of any efforts in that direction.

might be necessary -- a matter which can only positively be deter¬ 
mined upon by the necessities and requirements in each individual 
case in each section of the Township. 

If the Committee should decide to macadamize or telford 
the different streets and roads of the Township, it is most im¬ 
portant that the gutters of all the streets having steep grades, 
and those that receive the drainage of a large section should be 
paved with cobblestones or hard field stone. Gutters so paved 
should not be less than three feet in width, and in special cases 
a greater width will be required. In many cases it will be necess¬ 
ary to build culverts and drains to carry off the surface water. 
This also can only be determined upon during the progress of the 
work. With grades established as before suggested sidewalks can 
be laid without any difficulty to conform to the same.

An Old Landmark Gone 

The old Morris school-house was sold at auction last 
Saturday, and has been removed from its site on Morris Place, 
where it had stood for about seventy years. It was a small 
frame building built and used for a district school many years 
before the public school system went into operation. Messrs. 
Augustus T. Morris, LW. Morris, Jos. Morris, and Town Committee- 
nan Levris Cockefair attended school there when they were the 
''snail boys” of Bloomfield and relate numerous facts of the 
meagre educational facilities, and rigorous discipline of those 
days, when the teacher was wont to flog refractory boys unless 
they took it into their heads to conspire and flog the teacher. 

The desks were in the form of a wide shelf, extending the en¬ 
tire length of the room on the north and south side. The seats 
were formed of slabs from the sawmill near by, with auger holes 
bored in them for the insertion of legs. These primitive seats 
and the desks into which the initials of the scholars were deeply 
carved, existed up to the war period, when they were cleared out, 
and the whole house used as a drill-room for Union recruits. The 
late Wright Conger, as captain, drilled a Bloomfield Company there 
in 1862, a considerable number of whom enlisted in the Thirteenth 
and Twenty-Sixth regiments. The last public use of the place was 
elections. Of late it had become somewhat by turn a Tramps Club 
House and a Hoodlums’ Retreat, and very much of a nuisance. 

The Morris Place people therefore decided to have it removed.

r i°f the year 1890 . . . opened with 

'JgMr©adin 0 a pe^aon 0: A.A. Newbold and others asking 
permission to put down and operate an electric railway on 
Bloomfield avenue, from the present terminus of the Newark 
Passenger Railway at Liberty street, west to the Montclair line, 
to connect with a proposed extension of- the line through Mont¬ 
clair to ^ . A previous petition of a similar character 

had been presented by the Newark Passenger Railway Company and 
awaits action by the township Committee. The Newbold petition 
was placed on file. 


George F. Dodd, F.H. Eppley and Edward G. Ward, 
presented a petition to the Committee asking that certain streets 
west of the Delaware, Lackawanna ana 7/estern Railway in Wat- 
sessing be declared vacated. The streets referred to have never 
had anything but a paper existence. They were laid out about 
18 years ago by Legislative act. The property all that tine 
was in the possession of the .Yatsessing Land Company, a corpora¬ 
tion since defunct, which contemplated extensive and elaborate 
improvements of the same. The petition cited a number of reasons 
why the streets should be vacated. It quoted the law creating 
the commission, and showed where its provisions had been disre¬ 
garded for years. Mr. Dodc was present and addressed the Com¬ 
mittee on the subject. He stated that he had gone to considerable 
expense in improving his property, and had laid out a new system 
of streets. He found the title to his lots impaired by the work 
of the Land Company. He proposed to dedicate his streets to 
the town and to erect a number of houses on the property.

The Great Storm 


What about the Fire Alarm, was a question that 
occurred .0 *~-ny i..on^ay the past week when the news of 
the general .vrecK telegraph, telephone and electric 
lighting systems caused sy Sunday's storm became apparent. 

It was a great surprise to learn tr.at the system was in 
working order by Sunday evening. Superintendent Cooper had 
a very busy day of it. He got out about 6:30 on Sunday 
morning and at once surmised that the storm then raging would 
seriously affect the working of the alarm system. He started 
for the irucK. nouse. at tne Centre he discovered several 
broken wires. He pulled these out. On making the test of 
the tower he learned that "grounds” existed all along the 
line. He started on a tour of inspection and was soon con¬ 
vinced that he had a big day's work on hand. Opposite Phoenix 
Hose House the cross arms were torn from the poies and the 
alarm wire entangled in a mesh of broken wires. By climbing 
several trees and cutting off branches and nulling out the 
broken telephone wires, the alarm wire was extricated from 
the mesh, and made fast to the a joining buildings where it 
will temporarily stay until the Telephone Company repair its 
system. Opposite the Glen Ridge quarry two large roles fell 
to the ground; here again the alarm wire had tc be separated 
and attached to convenient fences and trees. A telephone wire 
fell across the alarm wire that crosses the rark, completely 
shutting off Box No. 25. At George Eurnhardt's residence on 
Spruce street the alarm wires were torn from the pole. By 
diligent work the Superintendent managed to make such temporary 
repairs so that an alarm could be sent in from every box. The 
Fire Committee were informed by two o'clock in the afternoon 
that the system was in working order. In this respect Bloom¬ 
field beats all the neighboring towns. The loss to the town 
by damage to the system will probably amount to about ten 
dollars. It will probably be some time before the wires can 
again be put in place on the telephone poles. The :-ire Com¬ 
mittee and the Superintendent are deserving the thanks of the 
public for the diligence exercised by them under the circum¬ 
stances.

A resident cf Plainfield sends a communication from 
which we make the following extracts: 

I take the liberty of addressing you hoping that the 
suggestions contained will prove of interest to you and your 

readers. 


During the fall and early winter, I had the pleasure 
of an extended visit to Bloomfield and vicinity, and was 
several times impressed, not to say disappointed, by the absence 
of a free public library in Bloomfield. 

As far as I could ascertain, the extent of book privi¬ 
leges was limited to quite a number of books for boys, owned by 
the Y.M.C.A., and those controlled by a ’'Book Circle" — the 
members of the latter are ladies in Bloomfield and Glen Ridge. 

Now what do the men and girls have at hand to help them.? How do 
the factory girls soend their leisure time? Everyone knows 
that this feature of the Y.' .C.A. is appreciated by the boys, and 
furnishes them with the means of legitimate enjoyment. 

As New York has no public library its suburbs show a 
marked indifference to this important rart of one's education; 
nevertheless, I think as the citizens of Bloomfield have once 
enjoyed the benefits of such an institut.on, their .nterest can 
be renewed, and a free public library be a permanent t..mg in 
the town. It would be as much *of a drawing card .or new ar.o 
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desirable residents as a new school hour 
be tade an institution to which t^e town

ML » Probably you are familiar with the history of the 
Library Association and the many vicissitudes of its career. 
Unfortunately x know nothin?: about it, hut I should think that 
the leaders of that association, if sufficiently awakened and 
impressed the present opportunity, will renew their interest 

in encouraging good reading. 


As every educated nan knows, the value of such a 
literary agent in ar.y community cannot be adequately estimated, 
and how much more useful and how much ?reater ‘the influence in 
a growing manufacturing locality like Bloomfield? 


Now the site of the Library Association building is 
a good one — so is the one near'y opposite, on the other side 
of the Green on the corner of Broad and Liberty street. I 
think it is owned by the Y.U.C.A. 


It would be practicable to erect on either of these 
sites a two story trick building with a basement which would 
be an ornament to the village. 

The first floor (the ground timbers of which eight be, 
say six or eight feet above the level of the street) could be 
used as a library room, for the shelving of books, their re¬ 
ception and delivery. 

The second story could be made into a reading room 
for newspapers and magazines. It could be easily cleared for 
a lecture hall or for a party. The Y.Y.C.A. could have its 
rooms on the first floor. 


The basement could be constructed and appointed as a 
gymnasium -- thereby the building would contain all the in¬ 
dependent factors for work. The materials which constitute 
the old Association building can be used to advantage in the 
proposed structure, thereby lessening the cost. 


Perhaps it would be advisable to select even another 
site and giving the basement to a ’ gymn ', to rent -:.e ..rs*, 
floor to tradesmen. Then the second and third floors appro¬ 
priated as library and Christian Association rooms.

It has been asserted time and again that the Town¬ 
ship Committee makes a serious mistake in appointing- elected 
constables to the police force of this town' This fact was 
amply illustrated on Monday night when these officers refused 
by implication to act when called upon to preserve order in 
the Township Committee room. Presumably by virtue of their 
election these officers consider themselves superior to orders 
from other elective officers such as town committeemen. The 
Chairman of the Township Committee undoubtedly has the right 
to call on any citizen in the committee room to assist in pre¬ 
serving order even to the extent of ejecting an offensive 
citizen. When George M. Cadmus made himself conspicuous by 
disputing the Chairman's authority to call on Mr. Williams to 
eject Mr. Marr* from the committee room, Mr. Cadmus was evi¬ 
dently laboring under the impression that the prerogative of 
the constables was being infringed on. The Town Committee 
appoints the police and the latter as such are supposed to be 
subject to the order of the committee in the line of professional 
duty. If the committee has made a mistake in appointing men who 
do not realize this the sooner they get rid of them the better 
for the town. The impression has all along prevailed that 
constables made poor policemen. Their actions are always 
governed with a view to re-election. Three good men outside 
of the constabulary employed permanently would render better 
service than the present force does. If the committee cannot 
appoint such men they had better keep their $800 and apply to 
the sheriff for deputies to guard the town.

A Dangerous Conflagration 

Lives Icperilled — A fireman injured — A stubborn 

fire controlled 

Xt is a matter c: common talk that the portion of 
this town terme„ the business Centre is comparatively sneaking 
a tinner cox. The absence of any restrictions permits a xass 
of fraxe buildings of every conceivable shape to be huddled 
together in reckless disregard of consequences. It is only a 
natter of tine and circumstances until the whole Centre shall 
be swept with a conflagration. Thus far the reliance of the 
builders has been or. the Hire Department and Insurance Concanies. 
The Fire Department has acquitted itself with credit at differ¬ 
ent times when the Centre has been imperilled. 

There is no egotism in saying that the character of 
the fires with which our own department have had to deal with 
at the Centre are such as call for the most experienced tact 
and ability in gaining control of them. Tuesday'night's fire 
was an example of this kind. 

Fireworks, powder, kerosens oil, alcoholic liquors and 
such other highly combustible material in sufficient quantities 
to make a magnificent blaze was stcred in the Spragg buildin-s. 

It requires but slight reflection to impress the average mini 
with the magnitude of the rroblem the firemen had to deal with. 

The fire originated ir. v.H. Huntington* s stationery, 
news and toy store. The combustible stock in the store turned 
rapidly and'the fire soon gained headway. It quickly worked its 
way along the wooden partitions, and spread itself ove~ the 
whole building. Tenants were obliged to flee for their lives, 
many of them not having time to dress. 

Hr. J.H. Conlin, the cigar dealer, occupied apartments 
ir. the building. Kis wife was ill with pneumonia, and had to be 
carried out in her bed. Hr. Conlin thinking his child was still 
in the building ran in to find it and was tadly burned. - or-

They are supposed 
to have been from the fireworks carried over from last year by 
‘;* r • Huntington, fireman \ an Duyne was badly burned by the 
flash from an explosion. Sparks ignited Peter Geib's building: 
a laaaer was quickly placed against it and the flames extin- 
guished. it was also found necessary to olay water on the 
Truck House. 


The total loss from the fire and damage to stock by 
water is estimated at about $15,000. W.H. Huntington was com¬ 
pletely burned out. John Tims lost a great deal of costly 
furniture and sustained much loss from damage to the stock 
and fixtures in his liquor store. The other losers were John 
Hoglio, fruit dealer; William Aue, shoemaker; John Young, 
hardware dealer; the Young Men's Republican Club; J.R. Conlin:

New Organ Factory 

v F* 1 ® business of organ building, which was established 
in .’ 6 W lorr. uity mo-'e than sixty years ago by Henry Erben and 
which for the past ten or fifteen years has been conducted by 
Lewis o. Harrison <$ 00 . was moved into Essex county on May 1st. 
The firm is composed of Lewis C. Harrison who was for many 
years Erben's superintendent, and Mr. James Pettit, well known 
in Newark. 


The factory for a long time was in New York, but 
the business had grown to such an extent that more room was 
necessary, consequently the firm was obliged to look around 
for a new situation. This was at last found in Bloomfield, 
about three minutes' walk from the Aatsessing station of the 
Bloomfield branch of the D.L. & W. Railroad. Here was the old 
factory of the Peloubet Organ. Harrison & Co. secured this and 
remodeled it extensively. The original building was 100 feet 
long and 50 feet wide with a L 50 feet square and four stories 
in height. To this was added a brick extension 50 feet square, 
being one room with a ceiling 45 feet high. This was for the 
purpose of setting up the organs after completion, so that the 
final touches might be made in the factory. In the New York 
factory there was no such place, and the final adjustment of 
the organs had to be done in the churches or other place in 
which they v/ere to be erected. By the aid of this setting-up 
room every organ can be thoroughly tested before it leaves 
the factory. 


In the basement is a sixty-five horsepower engine, 
with two boilers. One boiler is used for supplying the steam 
for power purposes, the other for heating the entire factory 
in cold weather. On the first floor are the office, the 
drawing and designing room, the setting-up and finishing rooms. 
On the second floor are made the wooden nipes, and the other 
portions of the organ made 0 ^ wood. On the third ^loor ' s the 
metal room. Here are cast all the metal pipes used in the 
organs. On this floor also is the tuning department. The 
fourth floor is at present unused. 


The 50 foot square extension is used for the lumber 
drying and seasoning rooms. Here are immense quantities o* 
lumber of all kinds, in hot rooms of various temperatures, so 
that when put in the finished instrument every particle 
moisture has been expelled.

This invention has been in use by Harrison & Co. for 
about two years. They have entirely discarded the old tracker 
action. New organs containing the tubular action have been 
put in several large churches in New York and one in the chapel 
of the Five Points House of Industry, also a three-manual 
organ in St. Luke's Church, Montclair, and a three-manual 
organ in Christ Church, East Orange; the organ in St. Paul's 
Y.E. Church in Newark is the first one here with tubular action. 


The addition of this industry to Essex County giving

, Ashland avenue, a street that has been apparently 

over^ .o. several years, the gutters were cleaned out, 

and the crown of tne road rounded out in about one hour. A 
machine, *our iiorses and three men were employed in the work. 
Under the Oxd system, a half aozen men and a team v/ould have 
probably spent a v/hole day at the same amount of work. The 
machine consists of an iron frame placed on four wheels, and 
resembles somewhat an ordinary wagon running gear. A scraping 
blade about five or six feet wide is attached to it. The 
cranks and levers by which the blade is hoisted, lowered or 
reversed, are operated by a man standing on the platform of 
the frame. The adjustments are very simple, and a man with 
ordinary inte_ligance can easily acquire the management of a 
machine. Much depends on the judgment of the driver getting 
good work from a machine. The scraping blade is adjusted so 
that it throws the dirt toward the centre of the road. In 
the first cut, in a street like Ashland avenue, the blade is 
lowered to take a deep cut, this cleans out the gutter. In 
the subsequent cuts the blade is gradually raised so that by 
the time the centre of the road is reached the dirt has been 
carried from the gutter to the centre, and the road gradually 
rounded up. 


The price of a machine is v2?0. A machine and driver 

and operator is calculated to do the work of 40 men in a day, 

under the old style of repairing roads. The time a machine will 
last and the cost of repairs are important matters to be taken 
into consideration before purchasing. 

From what was demonstrated on Saturday, and if the 
machines are durable, it appears that one of them could be used 

to advantage on the many miles of dirt roads in this town. If 

our dirt roads were once put in shape a machine like the one 
used on Saturday could clean out several miles ol gutter in a 
day at a comparatively small exoensc per mile. It As understood 
that the American Company wish to try another of their machines 
this Saturday, and that they challenged the .Vestern Reversible 
to a competitive trial.

Death of Jacob C. Ward 

Mr. Jacob C. Ward, an aged resident of this town, 
died at his hom on Bloomfield avenue on Monday after a brief 
illness of heart failure. The last forty years of Mr. Ward's 
life had been spent in Bloomfield. While he was well-known 
to the older residents of the tov/n, owing to the retired 
privacy of his life, he was not generally well-known among the 
younger generation and those who have taken up their residence 
here in later years. Mr. Ward was of New England ancestry. 

The Wards were among the first families to settle on the banks 
of the Passaic river, having migrated from Wethersford, 
Connecticut, in 1666 . 

Jacob Ward was born in Jersey City, Hudson County, 
October 27th, 1809. His father, Caleb Ward, was a well-known

the use of the pencil. When but fifteen years of age, he 
painted pictures that were sold in Clove's on Fulton Street, 
then the leading Art emporium of New York and a place much 
frequented by artists. 


At the age of 2C he was a director in the Academy of 
* ins Arts, an institution lounded in lSl 6 and of which Col 
Trumbull was President until 1825 . This institution gave much 
help and encouragement to young artists. From it sprang the 
present National Academy of Design. 

Mr. Ward was a lover of the wild and weird in nature, 
and in his search for scenes that suited his fancy he travelled 
extensively and led an adventurous life. He v/as the first 
artist to penetrate the great northwest. He was a passenger 
on the first government boat that sailed up the Mississippi 
from St. Louis to St. Paul in 1834-. He made his headquarters 
at Fort Snelling. During his stay in that then truly *v;ild 
country, he produced a number of landscape paintings of the 
surrounding scenery that attracted wide spread attention. 

Mr. Ward's studio was located in Spring street, New 
York. Col. Trumbull and other well known artists frequently 
visited there, bringing with them their friends and acquain¬ 
tances, men distinguished in literary and other pursuits. 

Among the men introduced by Col. Trumbull to Mr. Ward, v/as 
William Henry Herbert, a well-knov/n American author, born in 
England, and better known to the reading world under the 
pseudonyme of Frank Forrester. An intimate friendship sprang 
up between the author and the artist.

There 
is a cosey balcony on the second floor which will seat about 
forty persons. It overlooks the bowling alleys.

It Will Go Into Operation About June 1 
Three Deliveries Will Be Made Each Day 


Qo + n^ 0 ?, tj ? a ? ter , Hay u? received a dispatch from Washington 
last Saturday informing him that free postal delivery would 
go into operation in this town about June 1 . This was pleasing 
news to the Postmaster, as well as to the public. It is well 
known that in the lace of strong opposition from certain quar- 
terSj Mr. Hayes nas been working very hard to secure free 
delivery for the town. 


The carriers' pouches arrived on Wednesday, and other 
appurtenances necessary for fitting un the office will soon 
arrive. Twenty-two letter boxes will be put up in various parts 

of the town. 


The free delivery system will not extend north of 
Bay avenue nor south of Watsessing avenue, and Glen Ridge is 
not included in the service. This is due to a desire on the 
part of some of the people there to retain the Glen Ridge Post 
Office. Three carriers and two substitutes will be employed. 

The salary of a carrier is $600 for the first year. Substitutes 
stand next in order for proposition of carrier, but no appoint¬ 
ments have as yet been made. The selection of carriers has 
been placed by the Postmaster in the hands of a committee of 
citizens. Republican in politics of course. 

Three deliveries will be made each day. The morning 
and evening deliveries will be general throughout the district, 
but the noon delivery will be confined to business houses and 
factories. The Postmaster suggests that residents have their 
houses numbered at once and that will tend greatly to facilitate 
the working of the system.

A Citizen reporter went to some trouble to make in¬ 
quiries about this "old Corner" and found that in the year 
1803 ^ncle Israel Dodd built a small Inn there, and the prop¬ 
erty remained in the Dodd family for over forty years, when 
it was sold to a nan by the name of Darby, who conducted it 
for a number of years until his death. His widow then took 
charge of the place and shortly afterwards married a man 
named Baxter, who conducted it for a while and then sold out 
to Messrs. Hard & Sherwood. The latter died a few years later 
and it was transferred by the partner to John Archdeacon. It 
was one of the famous road houses of the day in this section 
of New Jersey. Everyone on the road knew it, and no one would 
think of driving by without "hitching for a few minutes". 

"Deacon" made coney, but he got into outside specu¬ 
lation and lost heavily and was compelled to sell it in 1874, 
but continued to run it under a lease, for a few years, and 
was succeeded by a can named Gillett, and afterward by "Ben" 
Cohen, who now conducts one of the leading roadhouses at Coney 
Island. It was occupied by V.r. Cohen when the disastrous fire 
occurred in 1883 which all Bloomfielders and many outsiders 
remember. 


The property was then cut up into lots, on one of 
which Ur. Heckel has his butcher shop; on two Mr. Hill has a 
fine brick building, containing our savings and national banks; 
on the Washington street front and at the extreme end Ur. Budd, 
the enterprising and accommodating livery stable keeper, has 
two lots built up entirely for his business -urroses, leaving 
one lot between Mr. Heckel and the American House and the "old 
corner" property.

Swinton & Poole of Newark are the architects, and they 
deserve much credit for the manner in which they have planned 
to such good use this odd-shaped lot.

Extra Room Needed in All the School Buildings 
Nine Thousand Dollars Apprpriated to Build on the Liberty 
Street Primary 

A Small Attendance But Lively Discussion at the School Meeting 


About twenty-two voters were assembled in the High 
School room on Tuesday night when District Clerk William A. 
Baldwin called the meeting to order in the usual formal manner. 
Theodore H. Ward presided. An unexpected discussion of a 
school in Glen Ridge was precipitated on the meeting by Charles 
M. Lockwood and was pursued with a considerable degree of ani¬ 
mation, particularly on the part of Mr. Lockwood. 


That gentleman announced that he had come to the 
meeting for the express purpose of advocating the erection of 
a school-house in Glen Ridge and was authorized to offer a plot 
of ground for that purpose. He did not state who authorized 
him to make the offer or where the property was located. Mr. 
Lockwood mystified the assemblage by stating that he was not a 
citizen of this town. This led to a questioning of his right 
to speak in the meeting. He then explained that he voted in 
the town and paid taxes here. It was apparent that his remarks 
about non-residence were more sarcastic, assumed, as he himse-j. 
stated, because he had not been asked to estimate on the work 
of enlarging the Liberty Street School. 


After voting the $13,000 recommended by the Trustees 
for current expenses and $3,000 towards the payment of the bonded 
indebtedness, Thomas Oakes introduced a resol ution authorizing 
the Trustees to issue bonds to the amount of $9,000 for ®n- 

largement of the Liberty Street School, the bonds £0 be of vl,C00 
denomination and bearing 5 per cent interest, payable ser..} 
annually. The bonds are not to be sold below par. 

The series numbers are 22 to 30 inclusive, the first, 
three numbers payable in 1893, the second three in 1899, and the 



last th.ee 1 ^00. A plan of the proposed enlargement on 
tne scnoox was shown. It is proposed to erect a two story 
wing on eac.. side Oi the school which will give two olay 
rooms and two additional class rooms. Mr. Oakes explained 
that oaring to t..e constantly increasing attendance at the 
Center rnmary School the existing clay rooms had to be 
utilized as class rooms. 


_ i ^ question Mr. Oakes said that the work 

0- enlarging t*.e building would interfere somewhat with the 
con> ^ c ^* ri f? 0: the school, but by using a room at Eerkeley and 
the trustee's room at the High School, temporary accommodations 
could be made for the scholars. 

Chas. M. Lockwood opposed the plan of enlarging the 
Liberty Street School and demanded that the Glen Ridge dis¬ 
trict be given a school house. Mr. Lockwood delivered a 
violent tirade against the policy of the Trustees, which he 
denounced as "highway robbery all the way through*'. He con¬ 
tradicted the assertions of Mr. Cakes in reference to the time 
required for the preparation of plans and the erection of a 
building. He declared himself a friend of the cause of edu¬ 
cation and demanded fair play. He regretted the absence of 
his friends, who had promised to be present and support him in 
his demands for a school. 


Fred M. Davis asked if the erection of a school house 
in Glen Ridge would relieve the Centre Primary. 

Mr. Oakes said that there was no doubt but that it 
would to some extent, but how long was a matter of uncertainty. 

Trustee 'A'illiam A. Baldwin said that the question of 
enlarging the Liberty Street School was a matter entirely aside 
from that of building a school at Glen Ridge. The Trustees 
were now confronted with the question of the necessity for more 
room and must have it at once. It would take at least two years 
to build a new school. The attendance at the schools was in¬ 
creasing at the rate of two classes a year. A new class at the 
Centre Primary and one at Eerkeley would be started with the 
opening of the schools in September. 

Nathan Russell said that while the subject of a school 
in Glen Ridge was under discussion he thought it would be wise^ 
to take some action towards its erection in the near future, r.e 
knew the people wanted a school there and advised the securing 
of a lot for a school site.

!>.r. Oakes corroborated what Mr. Smith said in con¬ 
nection with the difficulty of securing a suitable lot in Glen 
Ridge, he said that the only property that could be bought 
for school purposes was in a sand pit. The proper location 
for a school there, Mr. Oakes said, was not far south of 
Washington street and not further north than Bloomfield avenue. 


C.lu. Lockv/ood contended that the sand pit referred to 
was a central location. 


A.J. Lockwood said that perhaps some of the citizens 
of Glen Ridge who v/ere interested in having a school there might 
be able to find a piece of property that would make an available 
site for a school and might assist the Trustees in securing it. 


Trustee J. Banks Reford said that he had been spoken 
to several times of late about a school in Glen Ridge. Ke 
found that an impression prevailed that the proposition to en¬ 
large the Liberty Street School was a movement to freeze out 
Glen Ridge. Hr. Reford asserted that this was not so. Room was 
needed at the Centre Primary School at once. The Brookside 
School needed enlarging and it ought to be done this year. The 
new Berkeley School will soon be filled. Mr. Refcrd said he had 
taken part in a movement to secure a school in the west end 
fifteen years ago, when Glen Ridge was not even in an embryonic 
state. It failed, and he gave it up in disgust. 


Seymour ?. Gilbert said that in conversation with 
Joseph D. Gallagher the latter had authorized him to state that 
he had property in Glen Ridge that he would sell for school pur¬ 
poses. The location was not stated. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Oakes was voted on and 
carried. Four votes were cast in the negative.

The Fire Bell 

It May Drop to the Ground Some Day 

The members of the Essex Hook and Ladder Company own 
the bell and the bell tower in the rear of their rooms on Glen- 
wood avenue, and they are undoubtedly liable for any damage to 
life or property that might result from the fall of the tower. 

If perchance the damage resulting from the fall of the tower 
was confined to the truck house and members of the company, it 
would be a dead loss to the latter. The company has decided to 
provide for such a contingency and shift the burden of respon¬ 
sibility on other shoulders. The town is asked to assume it and 
to defray the expense of keeping the tower in repair, and there 
is justice in the demand. The tower is used as the central 
station of the fire alarm service and is heavily weighted down 
with alarm machinery. The tov/er was originally built to support 
a bell weighing 2,039 lbs. Since then nearly 4,000 lbs. addi¬ 
tional wieght has been put upon it in the fire alarm apparatus. 

The present structure was built about nine years ago 
by the Truck Company who raised the money by entertainments, 
bazaars, and contributions of active and honorary members. 
Fourteen hundred dollars was expended for the tower and bell. 
Since that time about %00 has been spent for repairs to the 
structure. It is now said to be in poor condition, and as the 
town derives the benefit of the structure it seems but just and 
proper that it should assume any liability connected with it. 

The matter has been referred to Mr. Rayner, who will investigate 
and report at the next meeting of the Committee.

The Bell Tov/er 

The Truck Company Want The Town Committee To Take Care Of It 


Will the members of Essex Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 1 order the Township Committee to remove from the bell 
tower the machinery and other appliance for operation of the 
Gamewell Fire-Alarm system? That such a course is possible 
was intimated at the Township Committee meeting on Monday, in 
case the Committee declines to assume responsibility for damage 
resulting from the probable fall of the tower. 


The possibility of such action is based on the as¬ 
sumption that the members of the company are sole owners of 
the tower and the bell suspended in it. The Town Authorities 
have taken liberties with the property without any legal right 
to do so. They have v/eighted the tov/er with heavy machinery 
without the consent of or agreement with the Company. At pre¬ 
sent the tower is said to be in bad condition, and has been 
condemned as dangerous. The members of the company are well 
aware of that fact and they admit that the responsibility rests 
on them. Two courses are open to them either to order the 
fire-alarm machinery taken out or to transfer their right, 
title and interest in the property to the Town Committee with¬ 
out compensation. 


The methods by which the various fire companies ob¬ 
tain funds with which they acquire property leads many people 
to believe that the public has a moral equity in the property, 
and they regard it as a breach of confidence on the part of 
the firemen in claiming exclusive ownership of it. ihe question 
was agitated several months ago when Active Hose ~o.

If Essex Truck Company carries 
out the contemplated threat preemptorialy ordering the fire alarm 
apparatus taken from the town, it will probably be an important 
step in the solution of the question of the firemen's moral right 
to dispose of their possessions. It is claimed that the public 
has been amply compensated for its patronage of fairs and oc¬ 
casional contributions in the service rendered by the firemen.

Early History and Names 

The Dutch made extensive purchases at Passaic in 
1679 and 16d0. Farms were laid out in strips that ran parallel 
to the northern boundary and took possession of the northern 
part of the tov/n. A reactionary southeast movement gave to 
Bloomfield some of its best citizens. 

Hollanders predominated until the year 1800* about 
which time the Puritan blood manifested itself. 

Some of the earliest names associated with Bloomfield's 
history are Spier, Arent, Vreelandt, VanSiles, Kiper, VanRiper, 
Unangst and Uriansen. 


Note: *"The Dutch made extensive purchases at Passaic in 1679 
and 1680" is true, but the statement "a reactionary southeast 
movement" is totally wrong, as is the statement "Hollanders 
predominated until the year 1800, about which time Puritan blood 
manifested itself". 

The 1666 purchasers of all of the territory of 
Bloomfield were Puritans from Connecticut and almost immediately 
divided the outlying territory among their group of settlers.

Uano 1675, the names of Stephen Davis, Robert Lyman, 

Hans albert, Jonathan Sergeant and Matthew Camfleld appear 
as prominent land owners. Subsequently the names of Thomas 
Richards, Thomas Pierson, Samuel Dod, Jasper Crane, Aaron 
Blachley, John Catlin and Samuel Plum anpear in the records.* 


That the Hollanders were as patriotic as anyone is 
gleaned from the records of the war, where mention is made 
repeatedly of captains and lieutenants of Dutch ancestry, 
who distinguished themselves in various ways. 


Early Bloomfield citizens were bent on education, 
patriotism and religion and each of these passions took form 
in unusually bold expression in this township. 


Note: *0f these names, only Stephen Davis can be called a true 
Bloomfielder. Robert Lyman, Hans Albert, Jonathan Sergeant 
and Matthew Camfield owned land here, but apparantly only held 
it for investment and resold it within a short time. They were 
never settlers. The other names listed were those of members of 
the original group of 1666 who may have also owned some land but 
sold rather than settling here. At a later date there were 
families by the name of Pierson, Dod and Crane in Bloomfield, 
probably descendants of those mentioned. Pierson and Dod were 
at the Bloomfield-East Orange border. There was one Crane in 
the vicinity of the Bloomfield-Belleville line and another in 
Montclair which for a number of years was known as Cranetown.

Almost 
every conceivable business is carried on within th4 pre¬ 
cincts. xf a fire were to burn down some of its buildings, 
despite the e:,orts of an excellent fire department, car- 
penters and masons and artisans could rebuild, business men 
a-plenty cou^d begin new enterprises, hundres of hands could 
be employed and affairs would run on smoothly. 


In Bloomfield factories the big kings of the forest 
are cut up and made into boards, all the necessaries, such as 
sashes and blinds and hardware, are made, carpets are woven 
for the floors, tables and desks and furniture of all kinds 
are manufactured, silks are made for the inhabitants of the 
house, woolens are woven and cloths made that are used for 
everything conceivable, shoes for the feet, hats for the 
heads, gloves for the hands, glasses for the eyes, everything 
is manufactured in Bloomfield. 


Things ornamental as well as useful are turned out 
by the thousand dollars' worth. Nothing is wanting and if 
anything is needed, it can be readily purchased in the town 
with little or no trouble. 


Access to Bloomfield 

There are two steam railroads on which persons 
going to or coming from Bloomfield may travel. One is the 
Bloomfield division of the Delaware, Lackawanna and ’Western 
Railroad, and on this road trains are run at frequent inter¬ 
vals during the day. In the morning, at noon and at evening 
when travel is heavy trains are run every few minutes to ac¬ 
commodate the hundreds who labor in Newark, Jersey City and 
New York. 


The Delaware, Lackawanna and Y/estern Railroad depot 
is in the heart of the town, and in its vicinity are many 
business houses and merchants. The time used up in traveling 
to New York City is about forty or forty-two minutes, "nls 
includes the ferry trip.

The Morris Canal 

Bloomfield citizens have always appreciated the fact 
that the Morris Canal, which pusses entirely through what was 
the old Bloomfield has been a valuable adjunct to the township. 

For the transportation of coal and wood and even mer¬ 
chandise, the canal was invaluable for many years and at ono 
time, two packet boats plied along tho canal botweon Paterson 
and Newark, taking in Bloomfiold as a sort of way station. 

The inclined piano at Bloomfiold, fifty-seven feot In 
vortical height, represents what is termed the "summit place", 
whereby boats may be raised or lowered from level to levol. 
Above the plane, the canal 13 level for seventeen miles: below 
it Is almost lovel to Newark, there bolng but a single lock 
between these two points.

The Fire Fighters 

Interesting History of the Pride of Bloomfield — Incorporation 
and Progress of the Fire Companies 

Bloomfield's Fire Department is the pride of all its 
citizens and this feeling is Justified by the excellent work of 
the firemen during the past twelve years. A historical sketch 
of the Bloomfield Fire Department is full of Interest, in that 
it is a story of hard, earnest,’ enthusiastic work by the or¬ 
ganizers, some of whom have remained active members up to the 
present time.

In Larch, I883, the citizen who predicted that in 
a few years Bloomfield would have the Fire Department and 
water supply that it now has would have been placed in the 
same category with the famous Jerseyman, who, but a few years 
previous to that date, had made the bold assertion that men 
would soon converse with each other when miles apart. 

It needed the memorable fires of the winter of 
1882-83 to arouse the citizens to an appreciation of the 
necessity of protection from fire. The wiping out of homes 
and property, and the great increase in rates for insurance 
were conditions that appealed strongly to all. 

A circular letter was issued calling for a meeting 
of citizens to take steps for the protection of life and 
property from fire. This letter was signed by Y/illiam R. 
Weeks, John M. Bancroft, William L. Puffer, Jv Howard Hard- 
castle and Frank G. Tower, and the meeting resulted in the 
formation of the Bloomfield Fire Association. 


A canvass of the township for subscriptions met 
with a generous response and over $1,000 was soon collected. 

A contract was made with Charles T. Halloway of Baltimore 
for a hook and ladder truck, and while it was being built, 
a number of citizens built the truck house and leased it for 
a term of years to the company. Essex Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 1 was organized on June 27, 1883, and received its ap¬ 
paratus August 10, of the same year. 


The township having a proposition from the Orange 
Water Company for the introduction of a water supply, it was 
decided, but not without much opposition, to make a contract 
This contract called for about ten miles of water mains and 
ninety-six hydrants. The first trial of a hydrant was on 
Thanksgiving Day in 1883, and the entire number was in use 

by June 1884. 

Thp next step was the organization of Bloomfield 
Hose Company No. 1, on November 2, 1883, and the Township

Active Hose Company, No. 2, was the next company to 
be organized, ihis was in June, 1885. The company located on 
Williow Street Watsessing furnished with a 

jumper ana hose and later the township built the fine four- 
wheeled carriage which is now in service. 


Protection for the northerly end of the township 
is furnished by Excelsior Hose Company No. 3 which was organized 
in November 1885. These firemen are located in upper Broad 
Street at the corner of James Street. 


About five years ago the members of the department 
made an appeal at the annual township meeting for an appropria¬ 
tion for the introduction of an electric fire-alarm system, 
resulting in $3*500 being voted for this purpose. A contract 
was made with the Gamewell Fire Alarm Telegraph Company of New 
York, for an alarm system of thirteen fire alarm boxes, an 
automatic bell-striker and indicators for each fire house. 

This system was soon in operation. 

The annual fire appropriations have been used from 
year to year in the payment of expenses, purchase of hose and 
in many improvements in the apparatuses. 

Phoenix Hose Company has been provided with a first 
class hose wagon, carrying 1,200 feet of hose; Essex Iruck 
has been rebuilt in first class manner and is now^as complete 
an apparatus of its class as can be found in any lire house. 
Swinging harness has been placed in the houses of Essex ^tuck 
and Phoenix Hose, and horses are used, making it possible -or 
these companies located in the centre of the township to respond 
quickly to an alarm.

The men appointed as the heads of the departments 
have successfully managed its affairs, and have fought many 
fires which required coolness and judgment to prevent great

Engineer was T. Howell Johnson, 

who held tne o^lice for five years. Mr. Johnson was succeeded 
by the present Chief, William U. Oakes, and the labors of 
these two officers have resulted in the present high standard. 

The history of many Fire Departments is a record of 
strife between companies, but the careful selection of members 
has resulted in harmony between the different companies, and 
while rivalry will always exist in efforts to do the best 
service, it has never had the effect to swerve the men from 
their first duty as firemen -- to work together to put out the 
fire. The annual election festivities of any company are al¬ 
ways the occasion of courtesies being extended to the repre¬ 
sentatives of each of the other organizations. 

The Chief Engineer is appointed annually by the 
Township Committee, and with such success up to the present 
time that the wisdom of this course, in preference to election 
by the members of the department, has not been called into 

question. 


Representatives of the Bloomfield Fire Department 
have taken a prominent part in the affairs of the New Jersey 
State Firemen's Association. 


Frank G. Tower, ex-foreman of Essex Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 1 was elected Vice-President of the State Associa¬ 
tion ten years ago, and has been annually elected a member of 
the executive committee since that time. Ex-Chief Johnson 
was three years ago elected Vice-President, and is at present 
chairman of the finance committee of the State Association. 


During the past year the department has responded to 
twenty-four alarms, and the losses have been about v3 ? C0C only. 

Chief Oakes in his last annual report calls attention 
to the meat need of a hose-drying tower, as without it the hose 
cannot fa properly dried and its lasting quality is much impaired.
